I was at a teachers* union meeting 
recently and there was an agonized 
debate about whether to go on strike as 
a protest against the loss of several 
jobs. Though same members felt a 
stand had to be taken, most were 
anxious about alienating public sym- 


pathy. especially as parents hnd re- 
cently come out in very strong support 
of teachers, with hundreds inarching 


on county hall and 2.WHJ writing letters 
to protest at staff reductions. 

Like many in the education busi- 
ness. when it comes to matters of 
industrial action, I have for years 
belonged to Apathetics Anonymous. 
If ever you are tempted to make a fuss 
about anything you can ring up a fellow 
member who will talk you out of it. My 
own union, the Association of Uni- 
versity Teachers, has traditionally de- 


monstrated the kind of militancy that 
makes Sr Francis of Assisi look like an 
urban guerrilla; I once made the 
mistake of goin^ to n union meeting 
and ended up on the committee alone 
with all five fellow masochists who laid 
shown up. None of us dared leave the 
room for a second in case we were 
elected brunch chairman in our abs- 
ence. 

In professions like teaching and 
media ne. where there is a close per- 
sonal bond between practitioner and 
pupil or patient, the possible with- 
drawal of all or part of one’s services 
causes a great mornl dilemma. Co- 
ward that I am over these matters I am 
relieved never to have been called 
upon yet. either in school or university 
teaching, to take part in industrial 
action. 

The nearest 1 have ever been was a 
few years ago when the AUT sent 
round a questionnaire to all its mem- 
bers attempting to elicit what kind of 
militant action wc were prepared to 
tnke.

The colleges will find these revelations embarras- 
sing, hut it is fair to ask if the MSC will he any more 
effective in getting active and informed participation 
from busy industrial and commercial managers. To 
make an impact on ihc curriculum is never going to 
be easy because the courses are. in any case, closely 
geared to external examinations like those of City 
and Guilds and the Business and Technical Educa- 
hon Council. Interpreting employers' needs and 
wishes is, or should be, a major responsibility of 
principals and heads of department in the colleges - 
their own experience and contacts with local industry 
and commerce should extend beyond the odvisory 
committees, and not be confined to forma] mechan- 
isms for consultation. The MSC may project a more 
authoritarian expression of what employers want, 
but most of its own officials have a good deal less 
industrial and commercial experience than many 
college staff. 3 

The sections of the HMI survey which make the 
most depressing reading are not about liaison with 
employers but about teaching methods. There is 
scathing criticism of what actually goes on in 
day-release classrooms - passive students being 
lectured and boring notes being dictated, too slavish 
adherence to external syllabuses, too much depend- 
ence on outside validating and examining bodies.

Rate-capping 
and after 


As the Rates Bill gets its Third Read- 
ing in the House of Commons, and 
London politicians muster their public 
support in defence of the Greater 
London Council and the Inner London 
Education Authority, the Local Gov- 
ernment Campaign Unit has published 
a pantphlct by Steve Butters, Stewart 
Ranson and Kieron Walsh (pages 3 
and 88) devoted to the evils which will 
overtake education In the wake of 
rate-capping. The authors show that 
(as everyone knovys) L.e.a.s have, 
collectively, exceeded the targets set 
For Ipcal authority expenditure by the 
central government, and goes on to 
predict that education will suffer sev- 
erely If the Government succeeds (by 
rate-capping) in preventing this “over- 
spending” from continuing. It does this 
by taking the figures for education 
spending put forward in the Govern-

The report, drawn up by a union 
working party and released yesterday, 
is being sent to local associations for 
discussion by members aimed at 
reaching a new policy on records. At 
present, the NUT says that access is a 
matter to be decided by heads in 


consultation with their employers. 

It recommends that “in principle, 
parents should have access to all 
records maintained by schools about 
: their children, and that pupils aged 18 
and over should have access to their 
own records". 

It also says that pupils aged 16 and 
over should be able to see reports or 
references for prospective employers 
or colleges of further or higher educa- 
tion. 

The working party argues that 
school records should be thrown open 
in the interests of accuracy, natural 
justice and good relations between 
teachers and parents. 

Unless parents are allowed to sec 
■records, data recorded in good faith 
but subsquently rendered inaccurate 
by a change in family circumstances 
could go uncorrected, with potentially 
damaging consequences for the child, 
it says. 

. It also says that confidential files 
represent an “area of secrecy” in the 


relationship between teacher and pa- 
rent, and may be a barrier to the 
establishment of genuine cooperation 
based on openness and trust. 

The report seeks to demolish the 
counter argument that open access will 
spawn a dual system with bland official 
files available to parents existing 
alongside secret, unofficial records 
containing any sensitive data on a 
child. 

"We believe that any school or 
authority which introduced a dual 
recording system of this nature would 
be committing a serious error . . . 

“The unofficial system would almost 
certainly be used for recording suspi- 
cions of, for example, neglect or abuse 
of children ... It is in the nature of 
unofficial systems to bo inefficient, 
generally because no one can be 
designated as having responsibility for 
ensuring they are otherwise. 

“A school using such a system to 
record information on child abuse 
would therefore be entrusting the 
sufety of a child to a machinery which 
could not be properly monitored and 
in which information could become 
lost.” 

The report also tackles the thorny 
question of how teachers should re- 
cord suspicions of child abuse when 
they know that files arc open to 
parents. 

The Inner London Education Au- 
thority is the latest authority to commit 
itself to opening secondary school files 
to parents. Brent, Leicestershire and 
Derbshire have “open file" policies.

Rate-capping hope for l.e.a.s

Publishers and l.e.a.s hope 
to agree on photocopies 


The local authority associations and 
publishers are poised to begin talks 
aimed at securing a national agree- 
ment on copying of published works. 

Moves townrd nil agreement stem 
from proposals put to the Association 
of Metropolitan Authorities and the 
Association of County Councils by the 
Copyright Licensing Agency which 
represents the interests of publishers 
and authors. 

These envisage the authorities 

S a fixed sum per 20,000 of 
lion in return For permission for 
all' departments, not just education, 
being allowed to eppy and use books, 
magazines, television and radio broad- 
casts and so on. 

Such an agreement, the publishers 
propose, should be subject to the 
authorities meeting predetermined 
limits about the volume of copying and 
striking a deal over what infringes the 
"substantial part” section of the 
Copyright Act. 

Even without agreement on these 
detailed points, it is hoped than an 
understanding can be reached in which 
both sides will waive their rights to 
mount legal challenges for a stipulated 
period, say, five years.

This week, a council spokesman said 
a “fair number" of schools - probably 
primaries which had not done any 
photocopying - had yet to reply to the 
liTSt instruction.

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NAHT prepares 
for caning ban

Recognition that a nation-wide ban on 
corporal punishment may not be far 
away is signalled this week by a 
document from the National Associa- 
tion of Head Teachers. 

The 12-pane memorandum. Disci- 
pline in schools , which has been sent to 
the association's 21,000 members, sets 
out the moral and legal implications of 
various rewards and punishments. 
And Mr David Hart, general secretary 
of the association, said this week that 
the paper might be particularly helpful 
if corporal punishment was removed 
from a head’s options. 

He was referring to the latest deci- 
sion of the European Court that a 
complaint from an English mother (hat 
caning is "degrading treatment” de- 
serves the court's consideration. 

Defence of caning before the Euro- 
pean Court hns hitherto been based on 
parental rights. But if the punishment 
itself is found “degrading” it could 
result in a blanket prohibition by the

court which the UK Government' 
could hardly resist. 

The NAHT document draws 
together several memoranda issued in 
the past on sanctions. In an argument 
against an over-hasty ban on corporal 
punishment it acknowledges the grow- 
ing recognition that punishment 
should be reformative and tuned to the 
psychological and social needs of the 
pupil. 

“However, until the full resources 
for this kind of approach become more 
readily available and viable alterna- 
tives have been established and seen to 
work, schools will continue to have 
need for sanctions which deter the 
badly-behaved in order to safeguard 
the work and progress of the more 
cooperative.” 

Tne NAHT concedes that corporal 
punishment is on the wane but warns 
that where it Is restrained, even if liule 



used, “its sudden withdrawal . . . may 
undermine discipline and authority. 1

Second language 
option imperilled 
by cutbacks 


Language teachers have reaffirmed 
their call for a national policy on 
modern languages that will stem the 
haemorrhage In the teaching of sub- 
jeefs such ns German, Italian, Spanish 
and Russian. 

The Joint Council uf Language 
Associations' Conference last 
weekend resolved that the policy, now 
under consideration by tnc Deport- 
ment of Education and Science, should 
require l.e.n.s to “guarantee that each 
sccundary school makes provision for 
at least two foreign languages". 

So concerned are they to broaden 
the rnngc of languages offered in 
schools that they nre prepared for 
tenchcrs of French to switch to other 
subjects. 

liicy believe that this diversification 
of language provision should be im- 
plemented in planned stages so that 
teachers can be re-l rained to teach 
languages with which they arc not fully 
familiar. 

At a press conference later, repre- 
sentatives of the joint council said that 
the second foreign language was in 
peril, and would worsen as a result of 
spending cuts, falling rolls, school 
reorganizations, staffing cuts and the 
move towards a more practical and 
technically-based curriculum. 1 

They wanted H positive discrimina- 
tion against French'* to save the less 
popular languages. 

“We want language education to be 


planned rather than at the whim of 
every l.e.a. and institution,” Mr 
Anthony Barley, the conference chair- 
man, said. 

The new Technical and Vocational 
Education Initiative scheme should 
have a foreign language component, 
the conference agreed. 

Mrs Rita Wright, secretary of the 
joint council, said that language 
teaching was suffering because of the 
emphasis on vocational education. 

However, languages were of practic- 
al, cultural and educational value and 
this should be better recognized in 
schools. 

Mr Brian Page, a member of the 
executive of the British Association for 
Language Teaching, said that schools 
should offer more short courses; for 
instance, two-year courses in lan- 
guages. rather than teaching only 
French to 16-plus. 

“The second foreign language js 
dying only because organizational sys- 
tems in schools arc letting it die. It is 
not dying because of some natural 
law." 

A true appreciation of languages 
came only through study of a number 
of tongues, he said. 

The conference also strongly backed 
the 16-plus exam , I levels and graded 
tests in languages. 

It again called for central funding of 
the scheme for foreign language assis- 


The vogue for teaching modem lan- 
guages by acting out everyday situa- 
tions in the classroom came under 
attack at the conference. 

Professor Henry Widdowson of the 
Institute of Education in London 
homed in on the central- theme of the 
conference -how to teach pupils to use 
foreign languages effectively - when 
he told-jhe audience of 75u teachers 
and advisers that the communicative 
approach had' replaced one prescrip- 
tive orthodoxy with another. 

• “It i? supposed that since com- 
munication Know the creed, pattern 
practice must be heresy, that there can 
be no place iiT language teaching for 
deliberate And conscious ' learning 
under the ■direction of teacher con- 
trol," he said. 

“Whereas previously the belief was 
that pupils had to be taught linguistic 
competence explicitly by repetitive 
practice . ... the prevailing view now is 
that pupils' should participate in au- 


thentic communicative activities, 

which deflects their attention away 
from linguistic forms and allows them 
to acquire language by a natural pro- 
cess of self regulation,” Professor 
Widdowson continued. 

The tensions between the com- 
municative and the repetitive 

approaches should be resolved by 
merging them into a single “purpose- 
ful” approach to language teaching, he 
said. • 

Nevertheless, he was , dismissive of 
the intensive role-play inherent in the 
communicative approach, which typi- 
cally split pupils into small groups and 
set some real tasks such as finding their 
way in a strange town or orderina a 
meal In a restaurant, which must tie ' 
undertaken in the foreign language. 

"It does not follow . . . that every 
instance of language behaviour which 


pupils are exposed to, or which they 
themselves express, must be authentic 
examples of naturalistic communica-

As die spaa of the typical working 
lifetime declines from around 50 years 
to perhaps 35, for the first time in 
human history people should have the 
chance to enjoy a long and healthy 
retirement - perhaps as much as 30 
years, Professor Wragg said. 

Many will turn to education and 
languages in particular to fill their 
leisure time. 

"More l.e.a.s recognize the import- 


Teachers would enjoy having older 
people in their lessons, he added. 
''One of the problems language 
teachers often face is having to teach 
disaffected pupils. It's a great pleasure 
to have classes that, although deman- 
ding, are very keen." 

Professor Wragg also warned the 
teachers that they were in danger of 
letting new technology pass them by. 
“For many years language teachers 
have been quick to move into new 
developments like using slides, film 
strips and tape recorders. They were 
among the first to do this. But I wonder 
now it language teachers are going to 
get left benina.”

normal kids on these fantasies. 

“I thought if they were more reliably 
Informed about the way kids were 
behaving they would take a more 
realistic approach lo them in the 
classroom.” 

He recalls a visit to a nearby compre- 
hensive where all the pupils were to fill 
in the questionnaire. The deputy head 
was wringing her hands. The* school 
had a “dreadful drink problem”; a 
14-year-old girt had just been found in 
the cloakroom with a carrier bag 
bulging with bottles of gin, vodka, 
sherry and Martini - birthday presents 
from her mother- and every lunchtime 
children were to be seen sitting outside 
a local pub. 

But the survey told a different story. 
The so-called drink problem turned 
out to be "nothing like as bad as they 
thought”, information that changed 
the school’s whole approach to 
teaching about alcohol. 

The unit’s main job remains the 
supply of the questionnaire to schools 
and the processing of the results, but it 
has been the launch of Education and 
Health, its twice-termly journal, that 
has pushed it, somewhat reluctantly, 
into ihe limelight. 

Under the editorship of Mr James 
Muirden, aged 41 , one-time telescope- 
maker and writer on astronomy, who 
joined the- unit after finishing a BEd 
course at Exeter, it has already pro- 
vided some intriguing glimpses of what 
youngsters get up to once' they're away 
from (he classroom. 

For instance, the modern schoolboy 
bears little resemblance to the sWenty 
urchins immortalized in Richmal Com- 
pton’s William series. One in two 
1 3-year-olds uses a personal deodorant 
and takes a both or shower two or three 
timesaweek. One boy in lOhopsinthe 
tub every day. 

The journal has published figures 
showing that teachers are just about 
the last people children turn to for 
advice on sex. It has also reported 
unlikely innovations such as lunchtime 
slimming clubs (for pupils, not staff). 

■ More controversially, it has suc- 
cumbed tb the forgivable temptation 
to correlate some of its findings, most 
notably in one article that confirmed 
the tearaway image of the teenage 
motorcyclist. Unlike; their safety first 
classmates, they doh’t do their home- 
work.

1,237 fourth formers at 15 schools 
across the country are to be brought 
together for the first time in a hand- 
book for teachers intended to help 
them interpret Ihe results of surveys 
carried out at their own schools.

North ern Irelan d co nsiders cha nge s to its secondary system 


Ulster at odds on comprehensives 


TTic Irish Narionul Teachers’ Orga- 
nization has called for n concerted 
campaign among Northern Ireland’s 
teachers unions for a comprehensive 
education system. 

The union recently passed a motion 
railing for an end to efie 1 1 -plus exam 
and rejection of the Northern Ireland 
Department of Education's proposals 
to abandon intake controls to secon- 
dary schools. 

Mr Des Rainey of the union’s North- 
ern committee said the selection sys- 
tem was ’’Indefensibly divisive and 
educationally unsound"'.’ The union 
oelievcd there was no acceptable sys- 
tem oF selection. 

INTO has consistently opposed 
selection which, with the exception of 
m areas, is uniform throughout 
Northern Ireland. It is supported by 
ine Ulster Teachers' Union which says 
there is widespread coaching in verbal 
reasoning tests which distorts the prim- 
ary school curriculum and puts press- 
ure on teachers and pupils. 

A further criticism is that it causes an 
unwarranted sense of fnilurc among 
three-quarters of the age group and is 
not an efficient way to predict a child’s 
future capability and achievement. 


But Northern Ireland’s biggest uni- 
on the National Association of 
Schoolmasters/Union of Women 
Teachers, says it is not opposed to a 
comprehensive system, but does not 
want to get drawn into “political 
arguments . 

Tt adds, however, that there is no 
real evidence to suggest widespread 
public support for the abolition of the 
selective system. 

This view is shared by the Depart- 
ment of Education which says that any 
proposal from an education authority 
for reorganization on a non-sclective 
basis would be considered on its 
merits. 

The difficulty certainly lies in deter- 
mining demand. Various headteacher 
organizations and Belfast City Council 
have come out against selection. The 
Association of Northern Ireland Lib- 
rary Boards has also expressed re- 
servations about it. 

And recently the Equal Opportuni- 
ties Commission for Northern Ireland 
joined the debate by arguing that the 
present system of marking boys and 
girls separately discriminated against 
girls and was illegal.

Sevens up 
yet again 
for the 
adjutant 
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Seven-a-slde rugby can be likened to 
songs from the shows, gems from 
Shakespeare, highlights of the opera. 

For, out goes the grunting, heaving, 
mauling, booting it over the stand - all 
the unleavened prose of thc 15-a-side 
game. And in comes the poetry of 
swerve and sidestep, dummy and feint, 
reverse and scissors. Only a few mi- 
nutes each way, magic, lung-bursting 
and only for tne very fit. 

In short, it’s tailor-made for gifted 


schoolboys in congenial end-ot-thc- 
season weather. And no better place to 
see it than this week at the Rosslyn 
Park National Schoolboy Sevens. 

By 7 o’clock tonight 2,500 boys in 
252 teams wilt, in the past four days, 
have played 540 games, seven minutes 
each way at the rate of 18 an hour on a 
handful of pitches in south London. 

The 46th annual event will be over, 
and providing the sun and the March 
breezes have kept those fields a little 
bit dry, Derek Tanner will be feeling 
quietly satisfied. 

’ He Is only the third person to run the 
event since it began_just before the 
Second World War. They were called 
the Public Schools Sevens then and if 
that sounds exclusive, well, they were. 
It was simply the Rosslyn Park players 
who grouped themselves into regional- 
ly-named teams according to where 
they had been to school. Taunton or 
Clifton, say, would be in the South 
West group and Rossall or Stoneyhurst 
in the North West, fit shows how Iona 
the class origins of the game lingered.) 

■ Eventually the emphasis shitted to 
,boys actually at school and had grown 
to 16 competing schools though .all 
matches still took place u on -ontrfiay. 


Derek Tanner says: "When I took 
over in 1967 the number had grown to 
66. And the first thing I did was to 
announce I was going ’open’ - drop- 
ping ’public school' from the title. I 
wanted to bring in thc grammar 
schools." 

But wasn’t there opposition? “No. I 
never brook opposition. I just told 
’em.” The self-assurance, the un- 
ashamed autocracy . . . you look nt 
Tanner with renewed interest. 

Still running a business, an unbeliev- 
able 71, over 6ft with a back that’s 
pace-stick straight, full head of hair 
and though the cropped moustache of 
the former artillery adjutant and bri- 

S ade major is well silvered now you 
ave no difficulty picturing him any 
morning in ’44 getting A, B and C 
batteries across the Rhine under heavy 
fire while his toast was browning. 

He went "open” because or the 
quality of schools - such as Manchester 
Grammar or King Henry's at Coventry 
or Southampton - asking to come in. 
“The problem now is to keep numbers 
down. I get 300-400 schools a year 
applying. 

A problem that came with the wider 
entry was the bleak prospect of going 
out in th&, first round after only a few 
minutes rugby having travelled nil the 
way from Edinburgh or the Isle of 
Man. 

And the grammar schools brought 
another problem. While many of the 
public schools played the game only in 


secret is to have a quiet word with 
these people. I’ll be seeing their chap 
next week.” Thc adjutant nad spoken. 

But what of the sheer logistics of it 
all? “My committee is composed of 12 
to 14 people each with a specific job. 
Wc meet only three times a year and 
then for not more than 90 minutes cnch 
lime. Wc use six pitches on Wimble- 
don Common and my ground mannger 
there is my youngest son. The rest is at 
Rosslyn Park where the ground mana- 
ger is my eldest son. As for the 
treasurer of thc tournament, lie and I 
were at Marlborough together." 

Referees are no problem. Thc Lon- 
don Society of Referees provides 80 
nnd if more were needed they would be 
there. “They volunteer from as far 
away as Llveipool or the Channel 
Islands," says Derek Tanner. "They 
like the occasion as one of the rare 
chances to get together, other than at 
official meetings. 

Sponsorship was attracted from 


both Lillywhitc’s and thc Midland 
Bank and got Tanner into trouble 
because in those days it was forbidden 
by the Rugby Football Union. Only 
"financial assistance” was allowable. 
Nowadays the backing comes from 
Tandem Computers who get a bit of 
scif-mivcitiscmcnt from the VDU 
screen they set up in the Rosslyn Park 
clubhouse and which flashes results as 
they arc arrived at from distant Wimb- 
ledon. 

There on thc common, caravans are 
towed into place to act as changing 
rooms and helpers talk to each other 
through radio handsets. -Altogether 
about 100 people are involved in the 
week and nobody gets paid. 

At a time when the game is being 
urged, from some impatient quarters, 
to oecome more professional this de- 
voted amateurism raises a question. 
What would happen to this spirit if 
plavers, anywhere in the game, started 
to be paid? Particularly, y^ho would

But cyen now very little seeding 
takes place although Tanner, who does 
the draw himself early in the season, 
makes sure last year's finalists are in 
different halves of the draw. He also 
mixes them up a bit regionally and is 
gratified to see in subsequent seasons 
how schools who have faced each other 
in the sevens finish up playing fixtures 
regularly.

On his own admission Ken Stone can 
barely speaka word of Welsh. Yet he is 
responsible for teaching it for at least 
five lessons a week to the top class of 
t ic village school at Coity, near 
Bridgend. 

His own solution to the problem was 
to rig up a home-maae language 
laboratory out of plywood and spare 
head-sets so that his pupils acquired 
•heir oral skills from a tape recorder. 
And he invited a Welsh-speaking col- 
league from the adjoining infants’ 
school into the class for occasional 
conversation practice. 

Mr Stone’s dilemma, which he 
appears to have resolved successfully, 
is by no means an unusual one! 
however. Lnst month HM Inspectors 
that hundreds or teachers of 
W e s n in the primary schools of 
Wales s biggest county could speak the 
language no better than Mr Stone. 

- more than 1,000 teachers of 
Welsh m Mid-Glamorgan's English- 
medium schools, one third were 
nenher native speakers nor fluent 
Welsh learners.

No comfort for ministers as FE Inspectors’ report blames the 
employers for failing to secure the right courses 

Colleges maintain their 
links with firms, says HMI 


Young denies that 
leavers prefer dole

Most colleges already have good or 
adequate links with industry, says a 
report from KM Inspectorate published 
this week. But employers are failing to 
use them effectively according to the 
Inspectors. 

Ministers have been claiming in adv- 
ance that the report, based on a three- 
year survey, supports their view that 
colleges arc unresponsive to employers' 
needs. But the Inspectorate emphasizes 
the shortcomings of employers rather 
than any failure by the colleges to meet 
their requirements. 

The Inspectors, although highly critic- 
al of the colleges In other ways, say that 
employers are at fault for adopting n 
passive rale towards course content, 
concentrating instead on things like 
timekeeping and attendance. 

Even where administrative processes 
were effective, and formal machinery 
such as advisory committees was well- 
established, the Inspectors found little 
evidence or employers using it to influ- 
ence the curriculum. 

Fewer than a quarter of the colleges 
had what the Inspectors consider poor 
links with local employers. Forty five per 
cent had good contacts, and 32 per cent 
adequate arrangements. 

Employers were in a position to help 
set up and implement projects, update 
stafr knowledge, and assess courses. 

But many failed to follow up the 
progress of their employees at college, 
and few fully understood the nature and 
scope of the courses being studied. 

However, the Inspectors point out that

colleges were alsoat fault in failing to find 
out what the students did at work. 

This is one of a series of sharp 
criticisms which the report makes about 
the colleges' approach to students and of 
their teaching methods. It accuses them' 
of: 

• Low expectations 

• Uninspiring teaching relying on chalk- 
and-talk, dictation, instruction, and de- 
scription, with little use of textbooks or 

S reject work 

1 Failing to keep up with ideas or 
equipment and having dull and dispirit- 
ing classrooms and outdated libraries 
• Ineffective arrangements for staff to 
spend time in industry 
Teachers complained of overloaded 
syllabuses, particularly in Technical 
Education Council (now BTEC) courses, 
and II -hour days were common for 
engineering and craft technicians. 

The Inspectors voice concern at the 
number of students dropping out of 
courses - in some science subjects it was 
as high as 70 percent although it was only 
18 per cent for construction industry 
students. 

The inspections revealed cases of mis- 
match between training at work and 
further education in college, with stu- 
dents getting little advice about courses 
to choose and employers failing to follow 
up their progress. 

Schools did not tell leavers enough 
about day-release courses. 

Colleges offered full-time students a 
structured induction, but not much to 
part-timers. 
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BTEC and City and Guilds did little to 
encourage staff initiatives, say the In- 
spectors. Employers needed better in- 
formation about standards and awards 
and should be involved in assessments. 

The report, based on a survey of 41 
colleges in rural and metropolitan areas 
between 1980 and 1983, is a new depar- 
ture for the FE Inspectorate. In the past it 
had concentrated on examining re- 
sources and course structure rather than 
the quality of teaching and assessment or 
the perceptions of employers, teachers 
and students. 

It evoked a minted response from the 
Association of Metropolitan Authorities 
this week. It said: “It fails to come up 
with any evidence that justifies the 
Government's plans to hand over 25 per 
cent of local authority vocational educa- 
tion for 16 to 19-year-olds to the Man- 
power Services Commission". 

Mr Philip Menidale, chairman of the 
Association of County Councils educa- 
tion committee, called the report “a firsl 
class example of how professional judg- 
ments should be made" and took It to be 
making no general criticisms of the 
colleges’ links with industry. 

It did indicate that there was a lot that 
the l.e.a.s and the colleges needed to do 
but their ability to respond effectively 
would be greatly reduced if the proposals 
to remove resources from them were to 
go ahead on the proposed timetable.

The Manpower Services Commission’s 
chairman has denied that many 
thousands of youngsters prefer the 
dole to the Youth Training Scheme.

Speaking after a meeting of commis- 
sioners, Mr Young said that out of the 

110.000 youngsters reported as still 
being on the dole, 50,000 were due to 
come on to the scheme at the end of 
this month. 

Another 45,000 were young people 
who had held jobs but were now 
unemployed. In addition the 110,000 
included youngsters who were in be- 
tween jobs or moving from one scheme 
to another. 

"By Christmas, there were only 

4.000 16-year-olds watting for a place, 
so I find it very difficult to reconcile 
these two sets of figures” he said. 

The figure of 110,000 was put for- 
ward last week by Youthaid and was 
based on a reply given by the Educa- 
tion Secretary, in the Commons. Sir 
Keith Joseph said that out of 330,000 
16-year-olds not in work or full-time 
education, only 220,000 had joined the 
scheme. 

Mr Young also rejected claims by 
the voluntary organizations thHt the 
loss of nearly 20,000 Mode Bl YTS 
places would endanger the growth and 
scope of the programme, or that the 
Government's guarantee of a suitable 
place for every schoolleaver was at 
risk.

Peter David on the issue 
of stronger discipline in 
schools 

Three months after launching an initia- 
tive designed to improve discipline in 
American schools, the Reagan Ad- 
ministration is coming under a torrent 
of criticism from teachers' unions and 
experts on juvenile crime. 

In congressional hearings this month 
one witness after another has accused 
the Administration of exaggerating the 
problem for political reasons. 

The row began in January when the 
Department of Education presented 
the White House with a report claim- 
ing that many schools were being 
swept by a tide of crime and vandalism. 
Citing surveys by the National Insti- 


tute of Education (NIE), the report 
said three million secondary school 
pupils every month were the victims of 
crime, and that most school crime went 
unpunished. 

U also said 1.000 teachers a month 
were receiving medical treatment fol- 
lowing assaults. Some 6,000 a month 
were robbed and another 125,000 were 
threatened with violence. The report 
called for strong intervention by the 
federal authorities to help school 
administrators implement stricter 
standards of discipline. And it sug- 
gested that Justice Department 


lawyers should step into lacnl legal 
disputes when headmasters found it 
difficult to expel disruptive pupils. 

Both suggestions have outraged the 
teachers' unions. Mary Hatwood Fut- 
rell, president of the National Educa- 
tion Association (NEA), denounced 
the Government initiative as a "public- 
ity ploy” based on outdated statistics. 

“The research the Reagan Adminis- 
tration is using was done m 1975," she 
said. “Our research shows thal disci- 
pline and violence problems have been 
declining over the last three or four 
years. In 1979, over 74 per cent of 
teachers said discipline problems im- 
paired their effectiveness to teach. In 
1983, the figure had dropped to 45 per 
cent.” 

Similar criticisms were made by 
Amitai Etzioni, director of the 
Washington-based Centre for Policy 
Research. He dismissed the Adminis- 
tration report as “grossly overblown" 
and said its figures were highly mis- 
leading. 

After re-examining the original NIE 
study, Etzioni said it was true that 
nearly three million children a month 
claimed they were the victims of crime 
at schools. But nearly nine out of ten of 
such "crimes" did not refer to violence 
or disorder but to reports of stolen 
personal property. And the NIE had 
admitted, when compiling its study, 
that the overall crime estimate was 
probably too high.

school crime is declining. In Washing- 
ton DC, which, has one of the highest 
general crime rates in the United 
States, there has been a pronounced 
decline in school violence since the 
1970s. There has not been an assault 
on a Washington teacher For five ycHrs, 


according to a city spokesman. 

A similar pattern has been reported 
in districts throughout the country. In 
Boston, physical assaults on school 
employees nave dropped by 70 per 
cent in the past two-and-a-half years, 
and robberies declined from 331 in 
1981-82 to 120 last year. Assaults in 
Atlanta schools decreased from 1 1 1 to 
75 between 1977 and 1982. 

The teachers' unions doubt whether 
the aggressive strategies mapped out in 
the Administration report svill help 
solve the problems that still exist. A 
spokesman for the NEA told a Senate 
pane] a fortnight ago that making it 
easier for headmasters to expel disrup- 


tive pupils was the wrong approach. 
"The only thing kids learn on the street 
is crime, and m the long run society 


■pays dearly for that lesson," he said. 

The Administration has received 
guarded support from headmasters, 
however. Mr Scott Thomson, director 
of the National Association of Secon- 
dary School Principals, claimed the 
courts had made it too difficult for 
headmasters to do their jobs. A survey 
by the association had found that a 
third of principals considering leaving 
the profession were doing so because 
of trie constraints placed on them by 
the courts or by legislation. 

“Principals must nave the latitude to 
maintain a disciplined learning en- 
vironment if students arc to achieve 
excellence. The impediments placed 
on administrators in removing disrup- 
tive students from the school has 
damaged the educational environment 
for students who came to school to 
learn." he said. 

The impediment that most angeis 
principals is a controversial 1975 Sup- 
reme Court ruling which held that the 
Constitution, gave pupils important 
rights at school, and that teachers and 
administrators could be held indi-

California’s community college sys- 
tem, a mammoth enterprise enrolling 
some 1.2m students in full and part- 
time courses covering the first two 
years of post-seconaary instruction 
was once the darling qf the state's 
much' praised higher education system. 

Two decades ago, the state's master 1 
plan decreed that the universities 
would attract the cream of the crop, 
while community colleges would pro- 
vide an open door for almost anyone 
age 18 or older. 

'Recently, however, the colleges 
have felt less favoured, as the state 
legislature has kept them on a tight 
budget. This year's annual budget 
crisis was particularly unnerving. Old- 
fashioned partisan politics played its 
pprt, as did o principled debate over 
the imposition of tuition charges for 
the first time. The underlying reason, 
though, is a growing disillusionment 
with what goes on behind that open 
door. 

■ Not all the colleges' problems are of 
their own making. The legislature 
keeps rewriting the rules of the funding 
game,, making sensible planning, hard 
to accomplish. And because state-run 
secondary schools have turned loose 
sizeable numbers of students ill-equip- 
ped to do college work, many so-called 
college courses resemble remedial stu- 
dies classrooms. 

But the community colleges them- 
selves rightly come in for a healthy 
share of the criticism. They have 
encouraged admissions |a boost their 
state financial support, which is based 
on enrolment figures; as many as a 
quarter of those students disappear 
withoht arriving in class, often after 
pocketing sizeable federal loans. 

The curriculum itself has little 
rhyme or .reason. Although much 
learnirig is sequential, with students 
needing to know the basics before 
tackling more sophisticated aspects, 
few community college courses require 
any preparation. The door is open not 
just to the colleges but to every 
classroom. And although these institu- 
tions are supposed to otfer.two years of 
1 post-secondary Instruction, tinty 'about 
oite-course in ten reaches a 1 level 
comparable with the second year or 
university.'. ■' '■?* > ' J 1 ' J-; ' !' ?

Illogical to remove ‘star’ staff 


Sir- Nick Wood's article on Croydon's 
plan to select “star teachers for promo- 
tion” {TBS, March 16) highlights a 
disastrous misconception underlying 
our entire education system. 

The “best” young teachers are to be 
identified - so far so good. But then 
jthey are to be taken out of the class- 
room and trained to do something else. 
What sort of logic is that? And presum- 
ably it is Intended that those teachers 
who remain In closest contact with 
children should be those who have 
shown themselves least successful In 
that role.

Indeed, a brief 
preliminary survey carried put last 
year by PACT (Parents and Children 
and Teachers) indicated that the 
majority of primary schools in the areB 
have developed carefully thought-out 
parental involvement schemes. 


Moreover, we are experiencing a 
huge and Increasing demand from 
schools for information and INSET on

Video concern 


Sir - It was most interesting to read 
Christopher Dunkley’s comments ab- 
out children viewing Video nasties in 
“Second Opinion” (TES, March 16). 
He states that “Anyone who has dealt 
with classes of 1 1-year-olds will be able 
to predict the response when they are 
asked if they have seen video nasties.” 
This raises a number of points. Those 
of us who regularly face classes of 
11-year-olds are not quite so naive or 
indeed, arrogant as to subscribe to 
such an idea. 

In my own research, "Children and 
Video Films at Home", reported folly 
in the Journal of Educational Studies , 1 
made use of teaching staff who knew 
the children well; often the staff were 
class teachers. It was noticeable from 
the children's comments Inter that the 
children had taken the whole exercise 
seriously and, if anything, there was 
some reticence noted on the part of 
some of the children. . • . 

We then come to the matter of how 
the questions were asked. Dr Hill s 
method of asking the children to tick 



tainly open to abuse, not least by a 
desire to give what might be thought of 
as a suitable list of answers. 

In my research f asked the children 
initially to think of scenes from films 
which nad "worried", “frightened" or 
made then “laugh" and, having fo- 
cused their concentration on a particu- 
larly emotional part, 1 then asked them 
to write down the name of the film 
which produced this memory. 

The viewing of video nasties was a 
very minor part of my study and, while 
38 per cent said they liaa watched a 
“nasty”, teaching staff reported a sub- 
stantial number of children who did 
not actually know the term or its 
connotations. 

Certainly my results for 9 to 13-vear- 
olds accord reasonably well with Dr 
Hill's and, from the interest shown in 
my paper from all around the world, 
would appear that there is universal 
concern which cannot be lightly dis- 
missed as unwarranted simply because 
young children are known to “boast".

I might add that the problems writ- 
ten about are perhaps not as bad as 
displayed in the article.

proved to be difficult, as the published 
examiners* report explains at some 
length. Because of this increased diffi- 
culty, the minimum marks for the 
various grades were set at lower levels 
than in the previous year so that the 
award rates, particularly in the higher 
grades, remained very close to those of 
the previous year, as can be seen from 
the Board's published statistics. 

The Board now publishes full details 
or the distributions of marks and the 
mark range for each grade in its 
examiners reports and I hope that all

Sir - 1 would appreciate the opportun- 
ity of responding, in one specific area, 
lo Anne Stevenson's very kind review 
of my article on The Machine Gunners 
( TES , February 24). She slates lhal 
“teachers, earnest and committed 
as they are, seem to believe that the 
more they do, the more likely their 
pupils are to fall in love with books".

Late start 

Sir - Your article on Stockwell Park 
school failed to reveal one of the major 
contributory factors to the school's 
problems. 

I was tcachjng at Kciinington School 
up uniil the lime of its amalgamation. 
The schools in North Lambeth went 
through the normal procedures lend- 
ing up to amalgamation but the filial 
approval of the reorganization was 
delayed several months. This dcluy 
was not, ns implied by Nick Wood, the 
fault of the Inner London Eduention 
Authority but was due entirely to 
inaction by the Department of Educa- 
tion and Science. 

As a result the headteacher could 
not be appointed until March 1983, 
leaving a very short period for the 
staffing and organization of the new 
school opening in Septcmhcr 1983. 

Under the circumstances, I consider 
the fact that the school opened a 
testament to the quality and dedication 
of the staff, it was inevitable that there 
would be problems this year, though 
many of the problems described in the 
article are not exclusive to Stockwell 
Park nor to London. Moreover, the 
stabbing incident can be shown to have 
no direct association with the school. 

Finally, I would like to give my 
support to the fine work being done by 
the staff at Stockwell Park to salvage 
the children and the school from 
problems not of their making.

Tlie Findings of n survey carried out by 
the National Association of Pastoral 
Care { TES, March 9) that pastoral care 
is neglected by teacher trainers 
prompts me to describe briefly an 
elective course which forms pnrt of the 
PUCE course in the University of 
Nottingham. 

The course, "The Young Person in 
Society”, is not specifically about pas- 
toral care systems in schools, but these 
arc discussed as part of a much wider 
consideration of the problems of the 
personal development and socializa- 
tion of young people in present duv 
society. 

Broadly, the aims of the course arc: 
to examine how young people take 
thejr place as adults in contemporary 
society; to consider the relationship 
between education and growing up, 
particularly during adolescence; to 
examine the special problems of young 
people in society; and locnnsider how 
an understanding of the process of 
adolescence, and of the place of adnies- 

cents in society hears on the teacher's 
role. 

The course is staffed entirely bv 
visitors from the professions related to 
education, and a number of other 
people who work with teenagers make 
themselves available to the personal 
a PP«>aches of students. 

Visitors include two social workers 
one a specialist in "intermediate ircat- 
I mem ; two police officers, one the 
head of community affairs, the other 
tfte head of the drug^ squad; two

careers officers, one a specialist in the 
problems of unemployed teenagers; a 
comprehensive school teacher who is 
involved with courses for pupils who 
will face unemployment; a head- 
teacher and a deputy headteacher 
from two hospital schools; the depun 
principal of a community home with 
education; the director of Alcohol 
Problems Advisory Service in Netting 
ham; the director and resources mana- 
ger of Nottingham Youth Action 
(which is concerned with disaffected 
adolescents); rwo teachers from the 
Nottingham Language Centre (which 
is concerned with the linguistic prob- 
lems of ethnic minority pupils); a 
school counsellor; a probation officer; 
three clergymen; and a field officer of 
Frontier Youth Trust. 

As part of the course, each student is 
required to undertake a long study on 
some specific aspect of socialization 
and most students include in their 
studies fieldwork cither in school or in 
the community. Popular areas for 
investigation include various aspects of 
delinquency, adolescent culture, in- 
cluding popular music and teenage 
magazines, pastoral care in school, 
ethnic minority pupils, the Church and 
young people, sexual and personal 
development in adolescence, addic- 
tions to drugs, alcohol and video-

Ayearafterthe 1981 
Education Act came into 
force, the needs of most 
of the children it was 
supposed to help are 
being submerged under 
a welter of bureaucracy, 
says Margaret Peter 


Sfijfc-- 
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I t was predictable that the wider intentions of 
the 1981 Education Act would noi be real- 
ized. The broader aims of the law were to 
integrate more children with special educa- 
tional needs into ordinary schools; to help the 
estimated 18 per cent of children with mild 
learning difficulties that are not sufficiently 
severe to warrant the protection of official 
statements drawn up by local authorities to 
specify the remedial or other additional help they 
should receive. 

By allowing the Act to concentrate on lime- 
[consuming and costly procedures of assessing and 
i making statements for the estimated 2 per cent of 
children with severe or complex learning difficul- 
ties. and at the same time refusing to give extra 
money for meeting the law’s demands, the 
Government has virtually ensured the Act’s wider 
intentions go unmet. 

Most local education authorities have been 
wilting under the pressure of the Act’s bureaucra- 
tic demands: taking on new educational psycho- 
logists, advisers and administrative staff where 
they can, stretching personnel to near breaking 
point where they cannot , conscientiously trying to 
tackle their new duties. Other l.e.a.s are still 
.wondering what kind of creature was let loose 
among them in April last year, examining it warily 
from a safe distnnee and wishing it would go back 
to the quagmire where - they say - it belongs. 

Hereford and Worcester and the London 
borough of Hounslow are among those l.e.a.s 
which have not yet begun to implement the 
procedures, although they will do so shortly. Few, 
if any, are likely to meet this week’s deadline for 
completing statements of needs for children who 
were already receiving special education treat- 
ment when the Act came into force. 

Two examples illustrate the extent or the 
new demands. In the Inner London Education- 
tion Authority, the number of assessments is 
expected to double to 1,700 because of the new 
statutory duty to re-assess children in special 
provision at 13Vi to 14 Vi years of age. Hertford- 
shire. with 3,500 statements to prepare for 
children already in special placements and 531 
more for children newly identified so far as 
requiring statements of their special needs, has 
been able to complete fewer than 600 to date. 

Thus, local authorities vary widely in their 
response to the 1981 Education Act. On some of 
its characteristics, however, they all agree. The 
creature has a voracious appetite for paper in all 
forms. It takes a long time to goad into action and 
it needs far too many educational psychologists, 
teachers, administrators and other staff to keep it 
up to scratch. They also fear it may bite the hands 
that feed It. As one administrator said recently, 
“If anyone appeals against our decisions under 
the Act and finds that we haven’t followed the 
legal procedures to a T, we could fall down like a 
house of cards,” 

Despite the pressures of the Act, a few l.e.a.s 
are taking an independent stand. How far, they 
ask, should the needs of the 2 per cent minority be 
met at the expense of resources for the wider 
group of children with special needs? 

Arguing for the principle of the greatest good 
of the greatest number, Oxfordshire has decided 
on a policy of assessment for all, and statements 
for none, in its ordinary schools (where the level 
of support for children with difficulties is unusual- 
ly, though not invariably, strong). Mr Tim 
Brighouse. chief education officer, and his staff 
are determined to spend money on integration 
rather than “dissipating resources on bureaucracy 
in order to comply with the Act". They are 
restricting statements of special needs largely to 
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children still in special schools. But children with 
moderate learning difficulties, previously termed 
ESN(M), who form most of the 2 per cent and 
who would earlier have gone to special schools nr 
units, are now being integrated into ordinary 
schools without the protection of statements. 

“We do not want, throughout our schools, a 
growing number of children who have state- 
ments, with all the legal implications these entail, 
while other children with special needs do not," 

Mr Brighouse explains. "Wc want to use our 
resources to ensure maximum integration, multi- 
professional assessment with parent involvement 
for every child who needs it nnd the right of 
appeal for all of thc parents if they do not like thc 
provision being made for their children." 

But is Oxfordshire, and any other local author- 
ity interpreting the 1981 Act in this way, breaking 
the law and are they exposing children with 
serious learning difficulties to the risk of spending

cuts in one or more yearn’ time? Advice on the 
answer to the first question is still awaited from 
the Department of Education and Science. The 
reply to the second will depend considerably on 
money allocated to local authorities by this 
government or the next. As cuts bite deeper into 
education (not to mention the threat of rate- 
capping) they have a disturbing way of hitting 
provision for children with learning difficulties in 
the mainstream: remedial teachers and ancillary 
staff, for instance. Some l.e.a.s also have thc 
uneasy suspicion that the number of children on 
whom they maintain statements under thc Act 
may in future affect the level of their rote support 
grant from central government. If so. authorities 
like Oxfordshire, with a minimum-of-statements 
policy, will lose out. 

In Cleveland, thc l.e.a. is trying to find a 
compromise. It is doing its best to respond to the 
Act’s wider intentions, but not at the risk of 
leaving any of the 2 per cent exposed. “Many 
children with moderate learning difficulties go 
into the mainstream, but we want to ensure that 
the remedial support plus annual reviews in the 
ordinary school are safeguarded for them and for 
the most needy among the 18 percent too. We are 
making sure that they are given statements of 
needs even if this Increases the number of- 
statements we make,” says Mr Tony Webster, 

Develand’s assistant education officer for special 
education. Other l.e.a.s, with a similar policy, 
expect the percentage of children on statements 
of special needs to double to 4 our 5 per cent. 

Where l.e.a.s argue against “statemenling” 
children with moderate learning difficulties in 
ordinary schools, parents needs to assess the risks 
of “buying" integration at the expense of state- 
ments protecting the provision made for their 
children’s needs. Yet it is precisely this group - 
unlike the more organized, informed, articulate 
parents of children with severe learning difficul- 
ties- which Is least likely to assert itself and which, 
may need help. 

Voluntary organizations like the Children's 
Legal Centre, the Advisory Centro for Educa- 
tion, and the Centre for Studies on Integration in 
Education could offer advice and support. But 
few parents lake the initiative, though three 
self-advocacy groups for 16 to 19 year bids with 
moderate learning difficulties have been sc I up 
experimentally by the Voluntary Council fpr 
Handicapped Children. 

A national advisory committee for children, 
with special educational needs Is the subject 
. of a DES- funded working party whose report is 
due out in May. The committee’s composition 
nnd terms of reference should acknowledge the 
needs of these children with moderate, and 
milder, learning difficulties who form the major- 
ity of the wider group thc Act is intended to serve. 

Not that it is only this group of parents who 
■ seem slow to use their rights under the Act. 

Relatively few others have done so to date.. 

! Failure to understand the new law, apathy, 
j satisfaction with .the status quo or the offputtlng 
■- approach of some local authorities may all be 
reasons. Many locaj authorities, like Derbyshire, 
have tried nobly to produce comprehensible 
guides to the Act for parents and letters purged of 
officialese but, as one assistant education officer 
admitted recently, “We still have a lot to learn 
about humanizing our .official .documents'. and* 
working with parents-"": * ~

cerned parents, teachers, school governors and 
others to sec that all children with moderate 
learning difficulties, like others with special - 
needs, are protected by statements when attend- 
ing ordinary schools they might also be helping 
yet more children among thc 18 per cent. While 
the number of statements does not reflect the 
level of resources available in the ordinary 
schools, special provision (at whatever level) 
which is recorded in writingundcr the Act is likely 
to be safer from future spending cuts. Once 
carefully defined in statements these special 
needs should ensure a solid core of extra staffing 
and other resources for thc minority. It could 
also, when intelligently organized, bring a spin- 
off in remedial support for the 18 per cent and 
encourage more integration to take place. 

At the end of thc first year of thc Act, goodwill 
and good intentions towards the 18 per cent arc 
undoubtedly there, but the extra staff, the 
strengthening of other resources and the rethink- 
ing of the ordinary school curriculum are lagging 
behind. While recent increases in support 
teachers, special needs departments and posts of 
responsibility in the mainstream, modified curri- 
cula and in-service training are all steps in the 
right direction, their traces on the wastelands of 
low achievement arestill faint. Thc Inner London 
Education Authority and Manchester, which 
began building up support services well before thc 
Act, authorities like Hcrcford/Worccstcr and 
Cheshire which are expunding their peripatetic 
remedial services and Coventry with its recently 
developed programme of in-service training and 
support for teachers in primary schools are more 
thc exception than the rule. 

Enthusiasm for integration is Tor from country- 
wide. There are imaginative and enterprising 
responses to integration in individual schools, 
growing links between ordinary and special 
schools and a rapid growth of in-service special 
needs training for teachers in ordinary schools. 

But too few l.e.a.s show signs of long-term, 
systematic and wide-scale planning to accommo- 
date more pupils in the mainstream (especially 
disruptive ones). Some authorities have a higher 
percentage of children in special provision than 
they did two or three years ago. In the ILEA, for 
instance, where there has been a slight rise from 
2.8 per cent of children in special education in 
1980 to 2 .9 per cent in 1983, the increase relates to 
the expansion of special units attached to ordin- l 
ary schools. The national average is 1.8 per cent. 

Reluctance to integrate is not confined to 
administrators faced with thc challenge of dis- 
mantling a segregated system developed over 
more tl^an half a century or to teacher bodies 
concerned about redeployment or loss of jobs. 
Parents, too, are divided. The signs indicate that 
parents of children with marked sensory impair- 
ments and of pupils already in their teens are

more likely to keep to segregated schooling. The 
head of an Essex school for the physically 
handicapped recently found himself confronted 
by agitated parents who fenred their children 
would be transferred to ordinary schools after . 
re-asscssmenl.at 13-plus. By contrast, parents of 
pre-school and young school-age children, espe- 
cially those with Down's syndrome, are opting for 
integration and - if they push long and hard 
enough - are gelling it. Groups like Family Focus 
in Coventry and the newly formed Parents’ 
Campaign for Integrated Education in London 
reflect the growing trend. Some parents, though, 
may be thrusting their children into thc main- 
stream without assessing its quality and Hying to 
avoid assessment at all costs on (he assumption 
that Incarceration In a special school will inevit- 
ably ensue. . 

One year is .too soon to judge thc effectiveness 
of the Act in promoting integration or in helping 
thc 18 per cent -let alone to judge the wisdom of 
the Oxfordshire interpretation of the law. Given 
more time, determination and resources, l.e.a.s 1 
may enable lhe Act to overcome its handicaps 
. and succeed in harnessing it to serve all 
children with special educational needs. But 
progress should not take too long. Enthusiasm for 
responding to tlie Act may diminish ns new laws, 
new directives 6nd new priorities arise. Potential-;

H olland Park school opened 25 years ago, 
as one of London's enormous showpiece 
comprehend ves. H had excellent new 
buildings on an almost rural site border- 
ing the park. Its catchment covered an enormous 
social range, and included famous Labour politi- 
cians, such as the then Anthony Wedgwood 
Denn, who sent their children to the school and 
increased its visibility and fame. 

By _ the late 1960s, the fame was turning to 
notoriety. The school had started with full 
grammar school trappings and a rigid banding 
system , which did nothing to overcome social 
division&und aggro. High st a ff turnover was n real 
problem (as in nil city schools at that time), and 
the general turmoil was intensified by late 1960 s' 
radical chic, enthusiastically adopted by bright 
Holland Park students. 

The school settled down in the 1970s, helped by 
staff stability and - according to teachers who 
were there - by the introduction oFn strong policy 
of mixed ability teaching. The curriculum and 
organization stayed pretty conventional, with 14 
subject departments, and not much communica- 
tion between them. 

At the fourth year stage, students chose from 
the usual wide range of options. There was a 
compulsory core of English, mathematics, scien- 
ce and social education. But it was easy for 
students to end up with a very unbalanced diet 
and whole areas oF the curriculum left out. 

°P ,ion system helped to reinforce sexist 
divisions - boys in physics, girls in biology. It 
made it easier for subject departments covertly to 
exclude students. Even in the core subjects, so a 
saence teacher said: “We’d tell the volunteers: 
follow the recipe and you’ll get your exams.’ 
Then we d worry about the others as discipline 
problems, rather than worrying what they were 1 
getting out of the course." 

Then, three years ago, the school faced.' 
amalgamation with two single-sex schools on 
the other side of the social tracks, whose rolls 
were steadily dwindling - Ladbroke girls’ and 
Isaac Newton boys’. The schools were lucky - 
appeals against the merger succeeded in delaying 

The delay gave an extra year for the staffs to get 
together and plan the new school. When every 
teacher had to reapply for jobs in the new school, 
radical change was possible. There were endless 
meetings. Teaehprs of creative arts m the three 
schools settled down to planning based on ilic 
Gulbenkian report, maths teachers had Cock- 
croft to focus their discussions. 

And the general bitterness caused by all 
amalgamations was slightly lessened: "We got to 
know each other well enough to minimize bad 
Feelings about competing for each others’ jobs, 
and started to blame the employers, rather than 
each other, for difficulties." 

_• They ended with a totally new organization. 
Instead of subject departments, teachers were 
grouped into three faculties. One Included craft- 
design and technology, maths, science, and bits of 
home economics. Another took in English, 
languages ■ and humanities. A smaller faculty 
tttywbd creative arts and physical education. Ail 
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students were to take courses in dll three faculties 
until the age of 16. “I started by proposing about 
eight faculties" said the head. Dr Derek Rush- 
worth. “But people said that was neither one 
thing or the other." 

There was also a big Pastoral and Learning 
Support Service, with wide-ranging responsibili- 
ties. As well as the normal pastoral jobs, and 
responsibility for pupils with learning or other 
difficulties, they were in charge of a “pastoral 
curriculum", including careers, computer aware- 
ness, study skills, health and social education 
(taught mainly by tutors in a weekly one hour 
period of tutor time). 

The amalgamation happened last September 
and went fairly smoothly. (The new school has 
I, GOO pupils.) Now the teachers are working 
pat-out on the curriculum development involved 
in the new system. People are concerned about 
the dangers of burn-out: “I’m worried that 
people will get very tired and irritable," said Dr 
Rushworth. But already, the senior teachers see 
considerable benefits. On the pastoral side, tutors 
who used to have to deal with umpteen subject 
departments now deal through the year coordina- 
tors in the three faculties. 

Within the faculties, there has been an enor- 
mous amount of cross disciplinary discussion 
■about curriculum and teaching methods. In the 
time set aside for school based in-service training, 
teachers have been introducing others to their 
disciplines. 

"ft makes us much more accountable,” said 
Brian Oppenheim, a design technologist and 
deputy head of the CDTMS faculty. Teachers 
who used to shelter behind their specialisms nowi 
have to explain what they do and why. “We’re In a

rather than fiddle about with minor changes in' 
one subject,” said Oppenheim. 

Maths teachers in the faculty are planning. 
extensions of their materials that can be used in 
CDT and science work, and promote practical use 
of maths. Chemists, technologists and mathe- 
maticians are becoming aware of the different 
ways they use ideas about ratio - which may help 
to clarify the concept for students. 

Interdisciplinary team teaching is beginning to 
develop in some areas. An integrated humanities 
course is being developed for Lhe first three years,, 
which may later extend up the school and include 1

“We’ve done more talking in ilic post six 
months than we had in the last 12 years," says 
Henry Smith, head of the CDTMS faculty. Senior 
teachers are beginning to come in and observe 
each others teaching, with an immediate eye to 
sexist bias but with obvious potential for other 
improvements.

T he Technical and Vocational Education 
Initiative came as a Godsend to the 
Abergele comprehensive, Emrys ap Iwan. 
Not so much for the money, though that is 
as welcome in low-spending Clwyd as anywhere, 
but because it provided thc convincing reason for 
radical change. 

The change is not simply in organization and 
content but in the whole approach to learning. 
'Hie objectives happen to coincide with those of 
thc TVEI. but they go a long way beyond it; the 
Government programme and its glittering re- 
sources arc being used to persuade parents, pupils 
and many of thc schools' staff to join in a daring 
pedagogic leap that is more to do with the 
philosophy of comprehensive education than the 
supply of vocational skills. 

Before the TVEI had even been heard of thc 
school’s planning committee had unanimously 
agreed that too many pupils were following 
irrelevant courses, entering for inappropriate 
exams and being ill-prepared cither for working 
life or continuing education. 

After a merger between a grammar and 
secondary modern, thc school became a compre- 
hensive in the late sixties, though for much of the 
decade that followed there were few signs of that. 
Even RE was taught in streamed groups, and . it is 
said, some of the ex-grammar school teachers 
openly boasted of never setting foot inside the 
part of the building that was the former secondary 
modem. 

Moves towards a more common approach were 
helped in recem years hy thc creation in Wulcs of 
several common syllabuses for O level and CSE, 
but in 1982 at Emrys ap Iwan, a radical change 
was proposed in the curriculum of 14 to 16-year- 
olds. 

Its main purpose was to give pupils in this age 
group a greater sense of involvement in what they 
were learning; an experiential, “learning by 
doing” approach which put greater responsibility 
onto the pupil for what he or she learnt. 

"Option systems are too often the result of 
political negotiations between teachers,” says 
Gareth Newman, the headmaster. Instead of 
meeting the needs and interests of teachers, the 
curriculum should try to respond to pupils' 
wishes. And thus was the new modular curricu- 
lum bom, with the Manpower Services Commis- 
sion coming along in the nick of time with £60,000 
to enable it to thrive. 

The exam results and reactions of pupils in 
previous years made it clear that, for many in 
Abergele, 14 was too early to make irrevocable 
option choices. Many were embarking on two 
year courses in which they quickly became 
disillusioned and often asked to change after 
about six weeks. When forced to continue, as by 
then change was usually out of the question, many 
virtually gave up, did not bother to take the exam 
and seemed to get tittle out of the course. 

Under the modular scheme pioneered by the 
fourth year last September, pupils can choose two 
optional courses every nine weeks - a total of 8 
modules a year - from a list of 19 courses. These 
modules account for a third of the timetable, the 
rest being taken up with compulsory core of 
English, maths, a humanities subject (history, 
geography, or understanding industrial society) a 
science and a subject from the design and 
technology faculty (which includes music and 
home economics). 

The modules offered included the obviously 
technical and vocational ones of business studies; 
computing; microelectronics; information sys- 
tems; management studies; practical office skills; 
robotics; technical graphic art; typewriting and 
word processing. 

But fourth-formers could also opt for nine 
^ek courses in conversational French, Spanish 
or Welsh; electronic music; leisure; mass media 
&nd photography. 

The core is fitted into 23 lessons a week, leaving 
12, periods - four full afternoons - to be split 
between two mqdules. An alternative traditional 
options scheme is offered for those pupils who dp 
hot wish to take the modular approach.. This 
enables those who wish to study one or two 
foreign languages, and extra science or humani- 
ties subjects. 

The choice between the modular curriculum 
end the traditional one is entirely free for ail 
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ported by the Government. CBI, TUC and 
Manpower Services Commission." 

In retrospect .‘Gareth Newman admits this was 
, "going over the top a bit” though as he points 
out . when the options booklet was drawn up there 
was no certainty that even a single pupil would opt 
for thc modular approach. In thc event, his bold 
prediction to thc MSC that “8U percent might not 
be too high an estimate” turned out to be 
remarkably accurate. 

Of the 242 going into the fourth-year, 201 opted 
for thc nine-week TVEI options and 41 for the 
conventional academic scheme. Though these 
proportions may he rcmurkably close to the 20 
per cent grammar school. 81) per cent secondary 
modem split. Gareth Newman says the division is 
not along ability lines. Several low ability pupils 
insisted on conventional options against the 
advice of the school, many of the ablest opted for 
the modules, though a number of thc brighter 
girls had dearly taken thc traditiumil route for 
language courses. 

Clearly, most parents and pupils are keen on 
thc new technology bias. However. Burry and 
Jenny Davies, who both tench geography in thc 
school, were relieved when their son Mark 
decided not to join other high fliers on the 
modular courses. They accept that there is a need 
to provide something of this sort for thc less able,, 
but they arc deeply sceptical about the claim that 
it can be used to teach to the highest levels and 
they do not want their son to he a guinea pig. Mr 
Newman points out ruefully that seven of thc 
youngsters who have opted for thc traditional 
curriculum arc the offspring of teachers. 

Thc core enables all pupils to take up to six 
CSEs or O levels and though the modules have 
deliberately tried to get away from the exam- 
bound approach, they do not preclude pupils. 
from adding to these qualifications. In some 
subjects, modules at successive levels will provide 
pupils with the basis for O levels, CSEs, RSA or 
City and Guilds qualifications. 

One fourth former, Kate Espley. used this as 
the basis of a deal with her solicitor father who 
wanted her to take the academic course. After 
weeks of argument he agreed to let her follow the 
modular course on condition she ups her O level 
entry to six subjects. 

Others have also decided to go for more O 
levels than they would otherwise have tried. Gary 
Burton, a Welsh-speaking 15 year old who wants 
to be a TV cameraman, says that the traditional 
lessons were so boring that he would not have 
bothered with the exams. 

' Some who have turned down the modular 
courses have done so reluctantly. Martin 
Howarth regretted not being able to use the new 
system to get the three sciences he needs for 
medicine. Dafyd Richards, however, opted for 
traditional studies but would now switch to the 
modular courses if that were allowed. 

Several pupils said the best thing about the new 
way of learning was the changed relationship with 
the staff. “They don’t have to shout at us anymore 
because they're not having to make us listen, 
we’re finding out what we need to know and 
asking them to tell us.” Smaller learning groups 
meant they were getting to know their teachers. 
“They're not all that bad, really," said one. 

What the TVEI allowed Emrys ap Iwan to do 
was to provide the electronics laboratories, 
computer suites, with over 60 BBC micros, and 
the plushest of office furnishings for the vocation- 
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al courses provided in thc school’s old RSLA | 
block erected in the seventies. I 

Thc MSC money also means a maximum of 20 
pupils to a class. Computer and electronics 
courses arc so oversubscribed that ‘twilight’ 
courses arc being run after hours to meet the 
demand. A few girls tnkc microelectronics and 
large numbers of boys have opted for typing and 
some for word processing. Several of thc boys 
attributed this interest to the connection hcwccn l 
keyboard skills and computing. Some clearly 
appreciated the opportunity for practical and 
useful learning though few seemed to look on any 
of these courses as training for any particular job. 

The practical language courses have proved to ■ 
be remarkably popular as well, given that many 
pupils are only too ready to drop languages 
■altogether at 14. Take up on the second level 
courses and the first level courses offered the 
second time round is high, the word obviously 
having got round on the pupil grapevine that they 
are a good thing. Experiential learning here 
means not only practical communication but 
arranding their own trips abroad. 

Every pupil has to do the module on interview- 
ing techniques and interpersonal skills and so for 
no module has failed to attract enough takers. 

Mounting this variety of courses has meant 
harnessing the enthusiasm and skills of staff who 
are often operating outside their formal subject 
area. Electronic music, for instance. Is taught by 
the head of history, an RE teacher is responsible 
for media studies. 

“The range of talents of teachers is way above 
what the curriculum can contain," says Gareth 
Newman. “1 reject totally the notion that teachers 
cannot manage a broader curriculum.” 

Eyery module has to be planned and thought 
out with a complete scheipe of work acceptable to 
a validating group or panel that includes outsid- 
ers. Mass media, for instance, has. staff from 
nearby Harlech TV on its panel. A local business 
gives realistic, out-of-school, practice job inter- 
views to pupils. Evaluation reports, based both 
on the teachers' impressions and feedhnek from 
pupils arc completed on every module every nine 
weeks. 

But, to some extent, these arc less necessary 
with the modular approach than with normal 
options. Gnretii Nfiwmun says teachers’ unsuc- 
: cessful practices cannot, survive the exercise of 
market forces every niije Weeks when pupils can 
vote with their feet. 

This year's fourth seemed to be responding to it 
as well, though it seems it took them n while tq get. 
the message: several teachers told me thc story of 
pupils' fust encounter with the electronics labs 
with their ribbed rubber mats protecting the 
bench tbps from hot solder; “These are no good 
, . .can’t write on these,” theyarc alleged to nave 
remarked.' 

Five weeks into the level one electronics 
module; they are building their own small, 
electronic organ. "It’s' important to give them 
’ j e^lviubce&s^s foundation,” says 
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huild a computer in the first term but equally it's 
no good if the first lesson is just chalk and talk." 

The aim with these first level courses was to 
give experience of handling the technology and 
put over basic ideas like the importance of every 
soldered connection being n good one. “It gives 
them a taste -an entry to hobby electronics.” And 
short though the nine-week. 18-hour courses 
might be , thc fact tlmt time was short made pupils 
work at quite a pace. 

But this sort of active, negotiated learning 
represents only a third of the curriculum ami then 
only in the fourth year. Gareth Newman would 
like to see it spread across into the core and 
further down the school. 

The modular approach, too, might be used to' 
provide a broad core curriculum in units smaller- 
than a sixteen-plus-worth in order (hat, say, 
biologists do some physics. 

Some teachers have dearly taken to : this 
approach though in some cases not without a _ 
great deal of mental turmoil;"I've had teachers in ' 
tears," one deputy head told me. 

Alun Owen, the former head of English 
relinquished his department in order to lake on 
teaching word processing, though he still teaches 
English. 

But not all teachers are as keen. Some teachers 
at Emrys ap Iwan. it seems, are less than 
enchanted with what the modular, negotiated, 
experiential approach could mean to the way they 
are used, to teaching their' mainstream subject.

Manjit by Lakviar Singh is a short play 
which was presented as a rehearsed 


readingatthc YoungWri ter 1 s Festival, 
the Royal Court Theatre. As the 


director pointed out before the read- 
ing, plays presented in rehearsed read- 
ing are almost by definition plays that 
are still in the process of being worked 
on. 

The basic situation of the play is a 
familiar one (Farrukh Dhondy's books 
and plays are a probable influence): 


the tensions oF young black British m 
their own homes and in sodety. Man- 
jit's pious mother and stern father 
think of India as home and Britain as a 


place to earn a living. They are savage 
with their older son who has a white 


girlfriend. Manjit is torn between 
loyalty to his older brother and hatred 
of the whiles who have caused prob- 
lems in his home, and who nre some- 
times nasty to him in school and 
elsewhere. 

There is much to be said for evoca-

packed hall. Imaginations fermenting. 
Often, it did not matter if the listeners

He is 
well-known at storytelling festivals 
and jamborees all over Canada and the 
US. where the storytelling revival hns 
become so widespread that its follow- 
ers arc starting to ugonize about keep- 
ing the art "pure’': they have in mind 
what happened io folk music in the 
1950s. He could soon make his reputa- 
tion in Britain as well, because he will 
be providing 25 per cent of the tutorial 
strengtfi at the "Canadian Connec- 
tion” course organized by the National 
Association for the Teaching of Drama 
at Thames Polytechnic in Dart ford.

Forsaken Families. By Leonard Fagln . 
and Martin Little. 

Pelican £3.95. 

Yes, this is yet another book on 
unemployment, but one which prom- 
ises to be different. Leonard Fagin, 
who worked at the London Hospital, 
was known by his colleagues to be 
committed to the poor of east Lon- 
don. We are told that in this book 
Fagin and Martin Little start from 
where others have left off. Fagin and 
Little accept that part of today's unem- 
ployment is due to the world recession 
and part to the economic policies of the 
present Government. The cynic might 
add, however, that the level of world 
trade is at a low ebb partly because 
other western governments, have 
adopted a similar economic approach 
to Mrs Thatcher’s. Here in Britain 
millions have been conscripted into the 
unemployment army as cannon fodder 
to fignt the war against inflation. And 
this war is being won for the time 
being, but the extent of the casualty 
lists at the Jobcentres tell their own 
tale of woe. 

Many other studies have looked at 
who is and how long people have been 
unemployed; at the present time the 
"adjusted” figures show that of the 3.2 
million unemployed, a third have been 
without work for a year or more and 
well over a third of those without work 
are aged under 25. 

Some researchers have even ex- 
amined the effect unemployment has 
on the individual, but Fagin’s work in 
east London suggested to him that 
unemployment affects not only the 
individual but the entire family. The 
main focus of this study is therefore 
about how unemployment affects 
different members of the household. 
As Colin Murray-Parks highlights in 
the introduction to The Forsaken 
Families, this work shows unemploy- 
ment as having a much more major 
personal cost than has hitherto been 
suggested. Parks recalls the effect on 
the inmates of the old-style mental 
hospitals and similar institutions. A 
stay of two years or more in one of 
these long-stay institutions left most 
residents in a state of apathy and 
dependency coupled often with a 
deep-seated sense of hopelessness. 
Very similar reactions appear in the

more members of the family as the 
period of unemployment continues. 
After a review about the phsycholo- 

{ ;ical meaning of work and the psycho- 
□gical phases in unemployment The 
Forsaken Families breaks into new 
territory by examining the effect un- 
employment has on changes in family 
life. It does so by taking families in 
what the authors think of as the 
different points in the family’s life- 
cycle, ie families planning to have 
children, those with young or older 
children, those with strong or weak 
husbands or wives, those with wives 
working and these who are not. 

In a throwaway line on page 61 the 
authors write: “By concentrating on 
two-parent families in which the male 
breadwinner has been out of work for 
six months or longer, it is hoped to 
highlight the part played by unemploy- 
ment in such a family’s life." So what is 
billed as a pathfinding study is in fact 
built on foundations which become 
less and less relevant as time goes by. 
The two-parent family headed by a 
male breadwinner is one which is 
becoming less common. Measured as a 
percentage of the total labour force. 


Forexample,only5pcrcentofmen are 
in work heading a household with the 
wife at home looking after two chil- 
dren. Or expressed as a percentage of 
the male labour force we find that only 
20 per cent of males are breadwinners 
responsible for a wife and children.

What are the authors' findings on 
the impact of unemployment on the 
entire family? None is very surprising. 
The toss of a job often changes the 
balance of power between wives and 
husbands. Some wives, who previously 
were dependent upon their spouses, 
take on a dominant role; a change 
matched in a husband's position. Tne 
loss of being a breadwinner leads to a 
downgrading of some men's position in 
the family.

sometimes create new alliances within 
the immediate family, and within the 
extended family. And so one could go 
on. It is important to be told mid to 
remember that unemployment affects 
many more than those who arc listed in 
the official unemployment figures, but 
one wonders whether it is necessary to 
write a book to make this valuable 
point. 

In addition, one theme in the intro- 
duction which gains support from the 
text needs to be challenged with every 
power we possess. The great heresy of 
our time is that not only are some 
people’s lives “ennehed by unemploy- 
ment who may even experience an 
Improvement in their physical and 
mental health when it occurs" but that 
we have somehow staggered into the 
leisure age. As such talk seems like 
near treason to many of my consti- 
tuents who live in the most appalling 
poverty, it is difficult to envisage what 
that third of the world who cry out for 
the most basic of human needs like 
food and shelter think of such glib talk. 
In circumstances when so many basic 
demands still need to be met huw can 
anyone prattle on about the advan- 
tages - to some - of unemployment, or 
the need to adjust ourselves to greater 
leisure? Long live the work ethic, and 
if we can also have an economy which 
is people centred, rather than one 
which worships money and is governed 
by the canons of mere profit and loss, 
that too would be a major bonus.

Anne Corbett on French children’s books 


The controversy over William Gold- 
ing’s Nobel prize for literature is as 
nothing compared with the debate in 
France over a French-Swiss- American 
coedition which has won the top 
graphic art prize for this year’s Boiog- 
Fair. It is a retelling of Little Red 
Riding Hood, part ofa scries under the 
aegis of the well known illustrator 
Btiennc Delessert: the French pub- 
lisher is Grasset. 

The idea of the series is to use 
modern high quality illustration and 
lay out to bring a new impact to fairy 
stories. Some, like Le Petit Chaperon 
Rouge are illustrated by photo- 
graphers. In this case Sarah Moon, the 
well known English photographer liv- 
ing In France, has chosen ctnssic mur- 
der film style - night lime urban 
squalor, the sudden light ofa car which 
catches a face in its beam. A little girl. 
Red Riding Hood. 

Trustingly she tells .the driver where 
here granny lives, and true to the 
fnnuliar tnle, forgets all about him 
distracted by the pleasure of picking 
the sticky buds off the horse chestnuts 
she passes. Even the car outside her 
grandmother’s does not alert her. She 
walks in off the cobbled street into the 
two up-two down. Wc next see her in 
vest and pants pulling off her socks, 
obeying the voice which has told her to 

S et into bed. Then a picture of sha- 1 
ows. The final shot: the empty rum- 
pled bed. 

There is a great following in France 
for the Bruno Bcttelheim theory that 
children have always projected their 
unconscious into tneir reading, and 
that the terror that may imply is an 
inevitable part of the passage into a 
more ordered adult world. And any- 
way the words of the story are the 
familiar ones. And there is nothing 
new in the photos -except the context.

Gencvidve Brisac, the new editor of 
the influential La Rtvite des Livres 
Pour Enfants, put it in a slightly 
different perspective in giving me a run 
down on the interesting children’s 
publishing ventures of the year in 
France, and picking the Grasset scries 
out straight nwiiy.

For anyone in the children's book 
world, to open the Signal Review is to 
feel the gamester's anticipation on 
unwrapping a fresh pack of cards. Wits 
arc sharemrcd and the adrenalin flows 
in hope that the gnme will be worth the 
candle. Well, this time it certainly is. 
The Review is so pleasingly produced 
and organized, for a start. And with 
new books by Pat Hutchins, the 
Ahlbergs, Bernard Ashley, Jan Mark 
and Quentin Blake, contains some 
obvious trumps. 

There are over 300 entries on books 
published in 1983 and the brief, but 
eminently sensible editor's note at the 
beginning leaves space for each section 
to earn? its own short introductory 
essay. These, like the reviews, arc by 
different hands, most of them already 
used to Nancy Chambers' editorial 
presence, as regular contributors to 


the Signal journal. So there is a broad 
consensus, but not autocracy. 

Jill Bennett introduces new picture 
books for the three to sevens which fit 
in with her approach to the teaching of 
reading through real books instead of 
schemes. It is perhaps puzzling then 
that there is also another section on 
picture books for the same age range, 
just as real, which are not listed under 
“Learning to Read”. Margaret Meek 
writes a complex essay on new teenage 
novels by Robert Cormier, Robert 
Westall, Ivan Southall and Robert 
Leeson, with the stunning conclusion: 
“The difference between 1948 and 
1984 is that we now know that gender 
as well as class is a political issue.” I 
think the compilers missed a trick by 
leaving out James Watson's Talking in 
Whispers (Gollnncz). This tense poli- 
tical thriller set in a Chile of llie'fulurc 
was one of the books we chose to 
commend on The Other Award panel 
last year. But the joker in (he pack was 
Meredith Pierce's preposterous Dark- 
angel (Collins). This mish-mash of 
Dracula and Mills & Boon was admit- 
ted by bookseller Elizabeth Hammill 
to “lack discipline’’ but she included it 
for its “potent blend of myth, fantasy 


and psychology". 

Still the Review obviously expects to 
be argued with. Listen lo Margery 
Fisher, telling us as briskly as a nanny 
forbidding syllabub, that “No child 
should read a Dickens novel before the 
age of 12”. She may very well be right, 
loo. As Nancy UtamDers says, the 
Review is “an informal discussion 
document”. 

It's not really fair to turn from the 
Signal Review to the Good Book 
Guide, without making it dear that 
they are playing two different games. 
The Guide has over 50fl entries and has 
to select from anything still in print. 
The descriptions arc much shorter - 
some only 30 words - and are aimed at 
a different readership. Whereas the 
Review is for an audience that already 
knows about children’s books and 
wants to discuss them, the Guide is for 
a market that, by definition, wants 
help about what lo buy. 

This help is competently und con- 
fidently provided by Elaine Moss, 
whose name appears as “editorial 
adviser” but who surely wrote most of 
the entries? As selector of the N ntiona I 
Book League's Children "s Books of the 
Year for 10 years, Mrs Moss has

It is really too big a task for a team, 
or an individual, to pick out the SOU 
best-value children's books from all 
fields, particularly if you have to 


include new special topics, like compu- 
ters. which you must in this kina of 
guide. It means that selectors don’t 
nave enough space to do justice to, for 
instance, myths and legends. But this is 
essentially a mail order catalogue, not 
a critical document and must be judged 
on its own terms. 

Nexi year these two complement air 
booklists will be joined by n third, 
when Julia Ecciesliarc becomes the 


single selector for NBL's re-bora Chil- 
dren's Books of the Year Exhibition 
and catalogue.

The production of the Nuffield O level 
scheme in 1966 and the A level scheme 
in 1970 in Chemistry are major land- 
marks in curriculum development of 
the subject; no exam syllabus, nu 
course, and no teacher can have re-, 
mained untouched by their influence. 
The revision of the O level course in 
the late seventies made a further major 
contribution to the teaching of the 
subject, notably the invatuuhlc 
Teachers' Guide II which is used as the 
prime source of ideas in many schools 
where courses other Ihnn Nuffield arc 
taught. Now, at last, the first hooks of 
the Revised A level scheme are avail- 
able. . 

One’s immediate impression is of 
familarity: the formal, nnd size arc the 
same (n pity in sonic ways, there arc 
few bonks hi this level which use such a 
small size); much of the original ma- 
terial has been rclninctl, u testimony to 
the quality of work of the original 
team, untf to the good sense of the 
revisers. There arc some chnngcs to 
the order. New sections, new back- 
ground material and new experiments 
are included. Indeed ull the hallmarks 
of a most careful, thoroughgoing revi- 
sion arc present. 

Tiic modification was felt to he 
necessary to take account of many 
developments and new discoveries in 
chemistry, of chnngcs in industrial 
processes, in the naming of chemicals, 
in units nnd in sufety matters. How- 
ever. it has ulso allowed a radical 
re-evaluation of the content of the 
course. The aim is still to emphasize 
principles, to develop imaginative 
thinking and understanding from the 
students, so that they can interpret and 
explain observations. The corner- 
stones of understanding in the view of 
the authors arc this periodic table, the 
relationship between structure nnd 
properties, and the use of energy 


transfers to determine feasibility and 
outcome of reactions. This latter aid to 
understanding is perhaps the most 
radical and significant modification. 
The Second Law of Thermodynamics 
is introduced early in the course. It 
appears quite naturally under "prop- 
erties of gases”, "atomic structure" 
and "energetics'', slowly building up 
the concept in an apparently painless 
fashion, a process which will ne con- 
tinued in Book II. Prejudice suggests 
that such "difficult" topics should be 
left to the end of the course, but the 
authors argue, with justification, that 
it is of such fundamental importance, 
permeating many areas of the subject, 
that it must he introduced early. There 
can be little doubt (hat most teachers 
will be won round once they have 
studied the excellent presentation of 
the ideas, and the arguments in favour 
of them. 

Inorganic topics have also been 
modified, basing the subject even 
more firmly on the periodic table. 
Since periodicity is now thoroughly 
covered in most O level syllabuses (a 
mark of the influence of Nuffield on 
curriculum development) the topic is 
considerably reduced in (he revised 
scheme but permeates nil aspects of 
inorganic chemistry. S- Block becomes 
the second topic, injecting straightfor- 
ward practical work at an early paint in 
the course, so that good habits of 
procedure, safety, discussion and in- 
terpretation can lie inculcated as soon 
ns possible. Organic chemistry has 
been divided into four sections. There 
is still emphusis on reaction type and 
mcchnnism. hut greater importance is 
attached to classification of regents., 
Modern analytical techniques, infra- 
red spectroscopy und mass spec- 
trometry arc included in some depth, 
und practical work has been consider- 
ably expanded, incorporating a sub- 
stantial number of preparative exer- 
cises. purtly to replace the organic 
synthesis project. These changes go 
some way to mollifying the criticisms- 
of lack of depth, and lack of prepara- 
tive skills that are levelled against the 
organic sections of Nuffield.

One of the most invaluable parts of 
the original text was the background 
reading, a successful attempt to relate 
modern industrial chemistry to basic 
chemical principle, showing the rele- 
vance or chemistry to the broader 
community and to other aspects of 
science; an idea that has been taken up 
by many other authors. The back- 
ground reading has been greatly ex- 
tended, compensating for the demise 
of “Chemist in Action". The sections 
are invariably interesting, stimulating 
and eminently readable, having been 
produced by experts in their field, 
covering areas such as racket prop- 
ellants, mineral structure, energetics 
of food, and diabetes.

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Channel 4 last week launched its 
pioneering scheme to citable schools 
and colleges to videorecord their prog- 
rammes legally. The channel basset up 
n licensing scheme in association with 
Guild Learning, who have been oper- 
ating a similar scheme with the Open 
University, which will enable educa- 
tional institutions to copy selected 
scries on Channel 4. So far this does 
not cover series produced by the ITV 
companies. But Jolm Dent, managing 
director of Guild Learning, said he was 
hopeful that the ITV companies, and 
even perhaps eventually the BBC, 
would follow suit with similnr schemes. 
Such an extension of the scheme' 
would, of course, not apply to schools 
and continuing education progammes 
on ITV and the BBC, as educational 
institutions are already allowed to 
record and keep these for up to three 
years. 

Naomi Saraant. Channel 4's com- 
missioning eartor for education, said 
that her department had been receiv- 
ing an average of about 30 letters a 
month on the subject of copyright and 
the need to make programmes legally 
available. Ideally Channel 4 would 
have liked tn see a statutory scheme 
established by the government, but us 
this did not seem likely to occur in the 
foreseeable future, they had opted for 
the Guild-organized scheme, which, 
she said, would make Channel 4’s‘ 
programmes "as accessible ns we think 
they should be”. 

Ms Sargant described the scheme as 
“an honour scheme” - schools would 
be required to keep their own logs of 
programmes used - which would be 
non-profit making for Channel 4. 
However,- without such a scheme it is, 
of course, illegal to make copies of 
television programmes unless specific 
permission has been granted, as is the 
case with BBC ana ITV education 
series, though no educational institu- 
tion has yet been sued for video 
recording. Channel 4 will be making 
available a broad range of program- 
mes, not only those designated as 
educational. 

A commissioning channel like

One of the embarrassments almost 
certain to overcome the learner of n 
foreign language is the discovery that 
classroom proficiency does not equal 
comprehension of the everyday 
spoken language. It is one thing to 
follow a teacher’s precise enunciation 
and quite another to understand the 
person in the street or a fast-talking 
newsreader. 

This is the premise of John Pint’s 
book and audiotape, which are do- 
signed to help ESL students to follow 
English (or, more precisely, American 
English) as it is spoken in films and on 
news programmes. The 20-minute 
tape contains 21 short passages, many 
of them news items ranging from the 
assassination of Gandhi to the end of 
the Vietnam war and from Nixon’s 
resignation to that infamous New York 
power cut. : The other items include a 
radio commercial, Instructions for the 
use of a camera and a family quarrel. 
Tiiese are all spoken in a mixture of 
mid-Atlantic and Canadian accents ot 
normal speed which ‘'will sound . . . 
very fa^» to the inrermediote or adv- 
anced student for whom it is in- 
tended". ■ ... 

However, the kit's purpose is not 
comprehension bui, as the. book re- 
veals, to be helpful in showing students

In the 
first version they are printed in cloze 
form, the missing wotds being easy or 
common ones (but difficult to. catch 
aurally).

In the third 
version, another cloze exercise, it is 
tne^harder words that are omitted. 

T Though fairly simple in concept, 
t wentieth Century News is not only a 
jugful ESL teaching resource but an 
interesting introduction to the natures 
of spoken and Written language for 
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(TV education programmes because it 
takes programmes from independent 
producers and ITV companies who 
negotiate the rights.

Not long after that initial effort Lord 
Rcith, first Director General of the 
BBC. set up a national, experimental 
school radio service. He appointed J C 
Stobart, from the Board of Education, 


and Mary Somerville, straight down 
from Oxford, to run it.

Mary Somerville had “an extraor- 
dinary personal dominance", says 


John Scuphain. who joined school 
radio after the war. She built up a team 


consisting of Rhnda Power, George 
Dixon. Jean Sutcliffe and others which 


had “an intimate family feeling.” But 
the family was “matriarchal.’'" There 
was “an unquestioning acceptance that 
Mary was right”. At the same time, she 


was always receptive to others' ideas. 
She was (he inspiration anil force that 
was to mould the school radio service 


into something enduring. 

She had had a vision of what radio 
could mean for nupils and' teachers 
when she heard her first ever radio 
broadcast. As she points out in School 
Broadcasting in Britain by Richard 
Palmer, the wireless at that time 
seemed n magical medium in its ability 
to bring music mid literature into every 
class mom and home, At the same 
lime, "a new policy for education was 
in the air” of a liberal education for all. 
’The way forward seemed obvious: 
gifted teachers, musicians and 


travellers would bring culture und the 
great world into schools with their 


great world into schools with their 
lectures and concerts. 

But after less than two years changes 
were needed. Complaints were coming 
thick and fast. Some lecturers talked 
down to the children; some spoke far 
above their heads. An investigation 
was mounted, funded by the Camegie 
Trustees. For a year BBC staff went 
into schools in Kent, listened to broad- 
casts with children and talked to 
tcachets and HMls. 

They discovered the importance of 
finding the children’s level and of a 
“story element to programmes to 
engage the feelings and imagination as 
well as the mind. They saw that 


they must exploit radio's particular 
strengths as a medium. And they 


realized that they must work closely 
with teachers in schools. The way 
ahead was at last coming clear. 

Not long after that inquiry Rhoda 
Power gave a talk on medieval London 
in which she described some medieval 
street songs. George Dixon pointed 
out that these were still extant and 
could be sung into the microphone.' 
They could even be sting by voices 
which were approaching and then 
receding, as though the singers were 
crossing London Bridge. The drama- 
tized history programme was laun- 
ched. 

At about the same time the first 
“outside" broadcast, in Which a broad- 
caster described the pothole he stood 
in. was made. These and other de- 
velopments were made possible by the 
close, creative relationships between 
all the pioneers, says John Scupham. 
There was also a network of conne- 
xions with the other experimenters of 
the ‘‘golden years of wireless”, when 
the BBC’s monopoly in Britain, and 
primacy in the world, went unchal- 
lenged. 1 

There was one surprise “finding" - 
to present-day listeners - in the report 
of the Kent inquiry: It was that school 
radio was unsuited to children under 
nine. Mary Somerville soon chal- 
lenged that notion. She found a 
teacher of music to Infants and Juniors 
who had developed her own methods 


of music teaching from the curyihriiics 
system of Delcrosc. Ann Driver’s 


Music and Movement became one of 
thfc most popular ever of school radio ■ 
programmes.

Peter Parker on the 
latest twists in the 
trade war among the 
big publishers 

Y ou can see them at any airport 
in the Middle East, eager 
young men sent out like con- 
quistadors. though these days 
it is to profit from commerce rather 
than plunder, and through the force of 
nilture rather than by arms. The 
innocent eye pictures a captive 
Anglophone market - Professor John 
Honey of Leicester Polytechnic puts it 
at some 700m - dependent on British 
publishers, British teachers and British 
accents to initiate them into the mys- 
teries of the English language. 

- In fact Saudi Arabia finds Egyptians 
and Pakistanis cheaper to hire than 
Englishmen; Libya subcontracts much 
of the work to Malta; Japan, Central 
America, and the Philippines prefer to 
earn American English, and many 
local publishers in Europe and Amer- 
ica are eyeing the money to be made 
from the world’s international lan- 
guage. 

As little as 10 years ago Longnmn 
dominated its rivals. Together with 


still account for more than 75 per cent 
of the British share of the market, 
which alone is worth some £6Qm or 
thereabouts, for there are no formal 
figures, just insiders’ estimates. The 
bjg six - Longman, OUP, Cambridge 
University Press. (CUP), Heinemann, 
Nelson and Macmillan - are heavily 
Dependent on the major course books 
which guide learners in all parts of the 
world from the elementary to the 
advanced stage taking in Buckingham 
Palace, Carnaby Street and the Beatles 
along the. way.

In the past, continental publishers 
were not too interested in English 
language teaching, but falling school 
rolls have reduced the size of their own 
educational markets and made ELT 
publishing more attractive. Heine- 
mann hns joined forces with Bruno 
Mondadori and OUP with La Nuova 
Italia to produce books directly for 
Italian schools. Publishers in the Un- 
ited States have a huge home market - 
more than 4,000 teachers attended an 
ELT conference earlier this month in 
Houston - and only in the last three or 
four years, according to Michael Cass, 
have they begun to turn their attention 
overseas. Now the major British pub- 
lishers have American affiliates with 
all the marketing advantages and 
opportunities for rewriting English 
texts into American which that pro- 
vides. 

But if global publishers are facing 
local requirements, these can no Ion- i 
ger be met simply by slanting the eyes, 
colouring in the face or substituting 1 
frogs' legs for black pudding. Ms 
Terese Tobin, ELT director at Edward 
Arnold, strongly believes that many 
ELT- books use a “methodology" way 
above the heads of most teachers. Hers 
promises to provide a more precise 
approach: cultural specificity would no 
longer be a synonym for national 
identity. Instead it would become 
important to discover which techni- 
ques foreign teachers in particular feel 
happy to Introduce into a classroom 
with its own history and relationship to 
authority, discipline and play. “What 
we’ve been doing,” Ms Tobin says, "is 
publishing ahead of the market. In 
Spain people were saying we can’t 
cope; now they're saying these books 
are not right for us. In her view too 
many ElT methodologists fail to 
appreciate the constraints facing 
teachers in front of 50 lively adoles- 
cents, and publishers pay mere lip 
service - and less and less of it - to the 
idea of piloting their wares. Mr Geof- 
frey Wright, ELT director at Nelson, 
agrees that "authors write books veiy 
much with students in mind and don t 
give attention to the teacher". 

Piloting is difficult, if only because 
potential new books will be tested by 
well motivated teachers, usually in 
England, who are by definition not the 
average overseas client. There are 
exceptions. Heinemann, for example, 
tested their course book Snap on 
several hundred students for three 
ars before launching it on the mar-

the. director of the Bournemouth En- 
glish Book Centre, which stocks all 
6,500 or so ELT books, publishes its 
own guide to the market at £3, and 
with a turnover here and abroad of 
more than £lm is in an unrivalled 
position to monitor publishing trends.

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D etails of the syllabus changes 
in the Cambridge (University 
of Cambridge Local Ex- 
aminations Syndicate) ex- 
amination. published in 
September 1982 for the June 1984 
examinations, arc by now familiar to 
teachers and publishers who have 
responded with a wealth of new and 
revised courses, particularly for the 
wider market of the First Certificate. 

These changes, the first since 1975, 
are intended to take account of “Com- 
municative approaches in teaching, 
particularly with regard to the content 
and weighting of the oral element''. 
Minor changes in Papers 1 , 2, 3 and 5 
are overshadowed by those for the 
Listening Comprehension Paper 4. 
Understanding speech recorded on 
tape has become an essential pari of 
the Listening experience for learners of 
English worldwide, particularly neces- 
sary in the Third World, whether it be 


literature oriented written language 
texts; in their place are recorded pas- 
sages of authentic spoken English (pub- 
lic announcements, informal discus- 
sions) -witness to a greater appreciation 
of the range of meaning earned hy the 


spoken word. The multiple choice for- 
mat is now only one of the ways in 
which to present answers - true/false 


selection and chart completion arc 
among others. 

The division of Paper 4 into a 
number of parts clearly exposes lear- 
ners to a broader range of contexts; 
while at First Certificate level the test 
could be described as interception of 
language data, it is to be hoped that 
training for the variety of situations 
will, at Proficiency level, enable lear- 
ners to develop cntcriu for appropria- 
cy. Change often implies the accept- 
ance of a new status quo but in the 
world of EFL teaching over the past 20 
years innovation has always been 
around the comer. 

Materials writers have nearly all 
moved away from strict linguistic grad- 
ing with its inevitable concentration on 
form, towards a better balance be- 
tween fluency and accuracy. As 
teachers look for a rationale for the 
“communicative methodology'' they 
appear to have espoused, discussion of 
the value of ‘‘authenticity” (whatever 
it means) and the nature of “communi- 
cativeness” are very much alive".’ 

What do we mean by a natural 
conversation and what measures can 
we best ua: to assess a fluent exchange 
structure? 2 Can we train students away 
from avoidance strategies towards pro- ! 
ductive paraphrase? These are some of ' 
the questions teachers face in prepar- 
ing candidates for the interview in

In the beginning there was literature. 
Then there was language. Now, happi- 
ly, they are beginning to co-exist. It 
was a healthy reaction which shook 
literature from its place of prominence 
in English foreign language teaching, 
acknowledging that it was senseless for 
generations of young Africans, for 
example, to pore over nineteenth- 
century English texts describing a time 
and a place completely beyond their 
experience. Senseless, too, to conceive 
of English language classes as a means 


of English language classes as a means 
to only one end. But like most reac- 
tions, it was a little extreme.

It 
certainly makes better sense at this 
level to present the original text. It 
would be a pity, too, to linker with 
Orwell’s delightful clarity. (A glance at 
Sense and Sensibility in 139 pages 
reminds one of the disadvantages of 
abridgement. Touches of Austen irony 
are difficult to find.) 

This new-style text has numbered 
lines, a very useful device for reference 
in the classroom and an innovation as 
far as the series is concerned. The 
tradition of the glossary is continued. 
This one contnins about 600 words - an 
adequate number, hut it might also be 
of use to the students to know which 
words are to be found there. An 
asterisk would surely not be too 
cumbersome. A 12-page introduction 

g ives brief details of Orwell's life, the 
Bckground to the book and a short 
critical analysis of the novel. It is 
necessarily condensed, nnd personal 
experience as a foreign language and 
literature student leads me to doubt 
the value of such a piece. It is usually 
lonly only comprehensible once the 
I novel has been read and understood. 

Here is my main reservation. If we 
are really interested in making our 
literature available to advanced^ lear- 
ners of English, there is surely more to 
be done than simply adding a glossary 
and an introduction. Why not intro- 
duce explanatory notes, either 


used to convey a situation in which the 
cultural context of communication was 
reduced to its minimum. 

But many people do not want to 
learn a sanitized language. While the 
debate between functional and 
structural instruction continues, with 


transatlantic sirens promising a natural 
way of language learning if only the 
unconscious were freed, Dr Christ- 


opher Bnimfit, reader in education at 
the Institute of Education, has been 
rediscovering the potential of litera- 
ture. He argues that material which is 
itself serious will motivate students to 
learn. Literature is the very stuff of 
culture, so it is' no surorise to discover

Nineteen Eighty-Four is not an easy 
novel. There are many points of a 
cultural, literary or linguistic nature tc 
be explained and it would be better to 
do this as and when the problems arise . 
A short bibliography could also be 
provided, sending the students to less 
condensed, though still accessible, 
sources of information on the writer 
and his work. It is to be hoped that the 
series will begin to move in this 
direction.

It is a pleasure to come across texts for 
student language teachers that are not 
so esoteric as to be practically 
meaningless. Some of the praise for 
the clarity of both these books must go 
to Christopher Brumfit, whose name 
features on both covers. 

In their preface to An Introduction 
to Language and Language Teaching, 
Messrs Brumfit and Roberts say: 
“Altogether, the book is based on the 
belief that teachers who do not know 
as much as possible about the nature of 
language, of people os they use lan- 
guage, and of various different 
approaches to the teaching of lan- 
guages, will lessen their cnanccs of 
self-improvement and increase the risk 
of falling prey to fashion and the whims 
of the market.” A long quotation for □ 
short review, but one worth noting, for 
the language teaching world can be a 
seductive place for the newcomer, who 
needs to retain a sense of individuality 
to survive in it. 

The book fulfils its promise and 
presents the facts of the matter without 
oversimplification or over-abstraction. 
The authors divide the work into three 
sections: Language and How Wc 

1 Study It, which includes syntax, 
phonology, semantics, sociolinguis- 
! lies, stylistics and psycho-linguistics; 

Language Teaching, examining the 
teaching of foreign, mother and 
second languages, psychology, as well 
as testing techniques, technology and 


course design, and a short section on 
Teacher Training. There is also a 
useful glossary of teaching terminolo- 
gy antf an extensive further reading 
fist. 

The great beauty of this package is 
that it is based on common sense and is 
dearly the result of wide personal 
experience. The key words of the trade 
arc included (in italics) but the general 
style is straightforward and areas of 
language study that are vulnerable to 
the abuse or jargon are explained 
simply. Although the book is by the 
authors' admission only an introduc- 
tion. it should be prescribed reading for 
not only students hut also those teachers 
whose memories could benefit foam 
some refreshment. 

The Functional-Notional Approach: 
From Theory to Practice is an introduc- 


tion only to the F-N approach, but it 
makes its point with a fair measure of 
success. The first third of the book 


includes chapters reviewing language 
teaching methods over the fast century 
and explaining the F-N way. Hie second 
two-thirds are devoted 10 curriculum 
planning, methodology and what 


amounts to teaching and testing techni- 
ques, with pages of examples nnd 
suggestions of student work. This is the 


major weak ness of the work, for It falls 
between tlie twin stools of theory and 
practice and does not achieve foil 
success with either. None the less, the 


reader is left with a fairly clear under- 
standing of what the F-N approach is 
and how it can be used in the classroom.

Now that oral communication is all the 
rage, there is n plethora of materia] 
available to help foreign users of 
English to break their time-worn habit 
of passing written notes to each other 
and start speaking instead. The books 
reviewed here provide a good example 
of the spectrum of ways in which they 
are now being encouraged to do so. 

At the traditional enaof (he scale is 
English Phonetics anti Phonology 
which is aimed at native and non- 
native sneakers who are cither training 
to teach English or studying it at 
university level. The course is perfectly 
sound, coming replete with a Tutor s 



intonation and transcription, as well as 
the functions of intonation. It must be 
said that there is always room for 
works of this kind, although it is hard 
to imagine this one becoming a best- 
seller when one considers some of its 
worthy predecessors, notably J D 
O’Connor’s Better English Pronuncia- 
tion. 

Moving into the newer realms of 
communicative teaching, but remain- 
ing with theory, is Teaching the Spoken 
Languge which, although accompa- 


potted 'British Life and Institutions’, 
often combined with a few extracts 
which might relate to a tourists' guide 
to London". 

Much of what the authors say is 
based on their own research and on the 
experience of colleagues, which makes 
for a commonsense approach to “the 
communicative use of language by 
speakers, with a reason for speaking, 
to listeners, in contexts". There is an 
originality here that can afford to omit 
discussion of pronunciation, intona- 
tion, social variation, grammar and 
vocabulary because enough is felt to 
have been written about them already. 
And when authors can say: “If we are 
able to suggest anything at all you 
haven’t already thought of, try it out 
and see how it works . you can be sure 
there is something worm learning from 
them. 

Role Play in Language Learning, 
Let's Keep Talking, Speaking Perso- 
nally and Yoshi Goes to New York are 
all designed to help students to com- 
municate, although their levels of 
sophistication vary widely. Let's Keep 
Talking, which claims to include what 
jt calls “a scorching examination of 
issues" for upper intermediate or 
“even" advanced students, is probably 
the most nnivc. The old admixture of 
wcll-wom cartoons and pictures illus- 
trating distinctly banal issues such as 
the media, advertising and entertain- 
ment is to be found between its covers, 
along with a number of improbably 
silly questions students are expected to 
ask each other. A far cry from Ms 
Brown’s and Mr Yule's credo that 
speakers should have a reason for 
speaking. 

Coming slightly closer to achieving 
this eminently sensible objective is

It gives advice for short-ami long-term 
pieparation of role plays, looks at their 
advantages and disadvantages and 
offers some practical hints on what 
works and what does not. The problem 
is, however, that the book offers 
nothing startlingly new. Students have 
been role-playing their hearts out for 
.the better part of 20 years and maiiy ■ 
teachers during that time have already 
learned how to handle "interviews’ , 
asking people about their "jobs" and 
“booking holidays". Such "situa-- 
lions”, as they used to be known, have 
also been included in the Cambridge 
exams for some time and It is hard to 
see the justification for publishing slim 
volumes outlining well-trodden paths. 

At the other end of the spectrum are 
two books which offer students at 
advanced levels something purposeful 
to. speak about. Both can be used by 


learners cither at home or in class. 
Speaking Personally is basically a per- 
sonality test for students and therefore 
inherently interesting. It includes 
“quizzes and questionaires” on self- 
image, palm reading, honesty, degrees 
of neurosis, taste, handwriting, politi- 
cal views and sense of humour, and 
does not baulk at asking students 
whether they think homosexuality 
should be seen as a crime and whether 
people should be entitled to commit 
suicide. There are dreams to be discus- 
sed, some of which disturb as much as 
those of The White Hotel, and for once 
overseas students are given tasks to 
perform which do not assume a mental 
age of seven or eight. The book also 
contains suggestions for role plays and 
other exercises designed to stretch the 
imagination. What is more, students 
are constantly being invited to speak 
about themselves, which is the one 
topic of human conversation that sure- 
ly needs little encouragement or cont- 
rived motivation. 

U might be thought that the main; 
drawback of Yoshi Goes to New York 
is that it concerns a young Japanese 
businessman going to America rather 
than a young European studying En- 
glish in the UK. However, on reflec- 
tion there are reasons for modifying 
this view. The first is that foreign 
students are more likely to encounter 
American English than British RP and 
can therefore readily identify with 
Yoshi, even if he is Japanese (bi- 
lingual incidentally). The second is. 
that New York is a home to many 
ex-Europeans and magnetic in a ling- 
uistic as well as economic sense. Diffi- 
culty with using this book is more likely 
to derive from conservatism among 
teachers than reluctance among stu- 
dents. 

Yoshi Goes to New York consists of 
a book and an accompanying tape of 
conversations, recorded unrehearsed 
and without prepared transcripts, be- 
tween ordinary people in New York 
city. They hesitate, make grammatical 
mistakes, start sentences and do not 
finish them, speak at different speeds 
and with different patterns. Enough to 
make the traditional English teacher 
blanch, especially when one considers 
the accent it is all done in, but this is a 
worthwhile comprehension exercise 
none the less. As Yoshi moves from 
airports to hotels to apartments to 
movies and social occasions, the stu- 
dent is guided through a series of 
practical activities and optional role- 
plays demanding close attention to 
detail and the use of convincing sup- 
plementary materials. 

The overriding distinction of this 
book is that the student's sense of 
reality is not shaken and again he or 
she is able to perceive that magical 
"reason for speaking”.

In fact 
ritish marketing executives would appear 
to have it made. Since English is now the 
accepted language of international trade, 
many native speakers seem Ui feel they have 
an in-built advantage at the negotiating 
table. It is the foreigners who do all the 
work learning our language while we just sit 
back and wait for the orders to roll in. 
However, a film has come along to jog a few 
companies out of their complacency. 

You Know What I Mean is distributed by 
Video Arts and the format will he rami liar 
to those who know their other management 
training films ( The Balance Sheet Barrier, 
Meetings, Bloody Meetings ct al). John 
Cleese is replaced by “Likely Lad" James 
Bolam, whose job it is to play the straight 
man in a suit who explains where everyone 
else is going wrong. Georges Mikes’ script is 
short on belly laughs, but we grin wryly at 
the misunderstandings of stereotypic fore- 
igners and at Brits making fools of them- 
selves. The message of the film is that 
misunderstanding and anybody making a 
fool of anybody is bad business. 

You Know What l Mean turns TEFL on 
its head. Without diminishing the collective 
effort foreigners have invested in English in 
the interest of world trade, it is time we took 
a good look at our own idiosyncratic usage 
with a view to making the language wc use 
easier for foreigners to understand. 

Consider their problems. Many fore- 
igners can express themselves quite effec- 
tively and they have no difficulty in under- 
standing the English used by their own and 
other nationalities, since this is automatical- 
ly simplified by a limited vocabulary. Then 
they come across a born and bred Brit 
whose only concession to foreign incompre- 
hension is to talk more loudly (it doesn't 
work!). Not only are they flummoxed, they 
are also frustrated and angry - not the ideal 
sentiments on which to found an amicable 
business relationship. Idioms arc the classic 
problem area since the foreigner frequently 
understands all the words, but the message 
still remains elusive. Where native speakers 
among their own kind can quite safely bend 
over backwards with their backs against the 
wall to let the cat out of the bag while 
they’re counting their chickens, the fore- 
igner can find the gymnastics and menagerie 
involved confusing to say the least.

T here is a world-wide surplus of 
teachers in EFL, but not in ESP, 
making the latter on obvious choice 
for the career-minded. But other 
aspects of this fnst-growlng field also hold 
attractions for those seeking a more Inten- 
sive professional challenge. Unfortunntcly, 
TESP is felt to be fraught with tho mysteries 
of linguistic theory and the impossible task 
of mastering an infinite number of subject 
specialisms in a very short time. Yet it is the 
good EFL teacher, not some hybrid scicn- 
tist/linguisl who is most successful at adopt- 
ing the requisite ESP skills and approaches. 
EFL, in any case, has n richness of career 
backgrounds and interests which enn often 
be turned to good account. 

ESP provides English tuition for corpo- 
rate, academic or governmental foreign 
clients who want the most cost-effective 
courses for sponsored trainees, students or 
employees^ This Implies radical differences 
from normal EFL. Instead of multi-national 
classes and heterogeneous language learn- 
ing needs, there are small groups of adults 
wno are highly motivated to improve the 
English they need in their jobs (English for 
Occupational Purposes) or to facilitate their 
further training (English for Academic 
Purposes). They are usually from one 
cultural or occupational background and 
are, ideally, at the post-beginner level or 
above. 

There is maximum pressure to achieve 
quick, np-ttonsense results In the shortest 
posable time, results clearly demonstrable 
to the students, and to the. client’s repre- 
sentatives (eg personnel officers or. training 
managers). The student must either do his 
■ job better dr overcome the communication 
breakdowns that probably led the client to 
commission a course in the first place. The 
teacher is here purveying his (or, of course, 
• her) educational wares before the Sceptical

• The gap between the classroom and the 
putside world is also narrowest in ESP, for 
other reasons.; The ESP teacher can find

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speaker would consider simplifying when 
talking to children are the very ones which 
have a similar form in many languages and 
which will probably have been taught in any 
standard English course. It is the ^simpler 
Anglo-Saxon and one-syllable words which 
cause more problems. Consider a word like 
" which most foreigners will know in 
form. Then see the difficulties caused 
by combining this word with other simple, 
words in sentences such as: “They’re put- 
ting up £50,000." “Can you put me up?" 
“He wns put out. So was tne cat. So was the 
fire.” No wonder Germans would rather do 
business with the Japanese. 

You Know What I Mean is designed to be 
used for in-company training as part of a 
day or half-day course. The accompanying 
Discussion Leader’s Guide is written by the 
film’s language consultant, Greg Spiro. 
Although short, it is fairly explicit in its 
suggestions for a variety of scene-setting 
ana follow-up language work, discussion 
and role-play. I should add that such a 
session needs to be led by someone who 
knows something about language and lan- 
guage teaching. 

It would be easy to nit-pick concepts 
which have been omitted ana others in the 
film which were not explained as clearly as 
the non-linguist who watched it with me 
would have liked, but that would be unfair. 
The film is an excellent starting point in an 
important and previously neglected orea of 
management training and provides a sti- 
mulus for the further work which execu- 
tives need to do to develop their own 
awareness of the language they use. 

The basic message of the film is clear: 
speak clearly and simply, don’t use idioms, 
abbreviations or phrasal verbs (put out, get 
on, etc) If they can be avoided, make 
yourself aware of some of the linguistic 
customs of your trading partners (the 
Japanese are unwilling to contradict a direct 
statement, the French sometimes use the 
word “important" to mean “expensive" and 
jokes rarely translate well) and be alert to 
the possibility of misunderstanding and 
consider ways of avoiding it. 

It’s so obvious when you see the film and 
yet the problem hasn't been approached 
from this point of view before, row Know 
What l Mean won a silver medal at the 1982 
New York Film and TV Festival. I can’t find 
out what for, but it deserves one for the 
concept alone. Among all the "me-too" 
published material, it’s exciting to find a 
Him which breaks new ground.

Leo Jones seems anxious to define 
“simulation," since he uses the word 45 
times in the first three pages of the 
Student's Book. It is a classroom copy 
of real life events, intended to give 
meaningful practice in communica- 
tion. Preparation in class and at home 
includes discussion, reading and lan- 
guage practice. Students then take part 
m role-playing, pretending, for exam- 
ple, that they are solving traffic 
problems or preparing a broadcast 
magazine. Elements of surprise may 
be introduced, in the form of last- 
minute information that has to be dealt 
with. Each simulation lasts between 
one-and-a-half and four hours and is 
followed by discussion, written work 
and consideration of linguistic matters. 

There is nothing new in such activ- 
ity, but Jones's programmes are more 
extensive and thorough than usual. 
The 8 could cake 64 hours of classroom 
work to complete, but this lengthy 
commitment of time, although difficult 
to accomplish in some timetables. 


should achieve solidly-based results. 
Some of the projects seem more suited 
to junior learners than to adults, and 
those on subjects like the language and 
arts centres are of more serious in- 
terest than those on would-be exciting 
events. Much depends on the “Con- 
troller", who is advised, hdwever, “not 
to influence or dominate the events in 
any way*’. Students should not be 
inhibited when engaged in such com- 
plex communication practice, but I 
think that unobtrusive, firm guidance 
would be welcome and productive. 

Functions of American English is 
based on Leo Jones’s Functions of 
English (1977, revised 1981) and is 
intended to help high intermediate and 
advanced students acquire com- 
municative competence. As stated in 
the Introduction to the Teacher's 
Book, the approach is to isolate lan- 
guage functions and to enable students 
to practise them "in a variety of 
everyday situations”. Each of the IS 
units begins with a recorded conversa- 
tion that sounds fresh and natural, 
especially when compared with dia- 
logue on cassettes in some British 
English courses. The same six charac- 
ters, in twos and threes, take part in all 
of these. Teacher-controlled exercises 
come next: for example, to ensure that 
tactful expressions are used when 
trying to get people to do things for 
their own good. Freer exercises follow, 
involving students working in pairs or 
small groups, discussing problems or 
asking each other questions. The 
teacher is advised to monitor these 
conversations without interrupting 
them in a distracting way. There are 
also consolidation exercises and writ- 
ten work. 

This carefully-organized course can 


be completed in 45 to 60 periods of 45 
to 50 minutes each. Its authors say that 
its functional approach "does not re- 
place traditional language teaching - it 
adds a new dimension to it”. This “new 
dimension” is based on realistic situa- 
tions and needs: students will there- 
fore find the course relevant and not 
iust an entertaining adjunct to routine 
linguistic work. 

Kernel Three is for intermediate and 
post-intermediate students, whom it 
takes to Threshold level, as defined in 
1977 by the Council of Europe. Like 
many textbooks today, it centres 
throughout on one group of charac- 
ters: a fashion executive, a rock musi- 
cian (of course), a physiotherapist and 
an insurance salesman. Its 16 units are 
each introduced by a recording involv- 
ing the characters, who, the authors 
claim with some justification, “repre- 
sent a wide range of aspirations and 
fears, interests and conflicts, all of 
which students will identify with to a 
greater or lesser extent". The exercises 
in listening, speaking, reading and 
writing arc thematically and linguisti- 
cally linked in each unit. 

This is a comprehensive, systematic 
course, with clear tables summarizing 
functions, structures and vocabulary. 
It is accurately and attractively pre- 
sented, despite some weak drawings in 

E laces. Teachers and students who 
ave already benefited from Kernel 
One and Kernel Two will be keen to 
continue with this follow-up.

Finally, ESP is really a pan-disciplinary 
activity, and the teacher understands the 
need for linkage with technical, non-TEFL 
specialists. It is not necessary to master a 
thousand subjects, but merely to know the 
value of gaining specialist support to make 
materials authentic and to provide a basis 
for the teacher's overwhelming concern: 
teaching the language. This can enhance his 
own, easily acquired rudimentary know- 
ledge of the relevant specialisms. Students 
neither expect nor want the English teacher 
to be a technical expert. 

Unfortunately, most ESP teachers have 
learned their trade through experience 
rather than training, which contributes to 
the variable quality of British TESP. The 
foreign client laces a bewildering choice of 
predominantly private-sector organizations 
who offer a sometimes tainted product. 
Wrong choices are Inevitable, ana bad for 
the reputation of the whole industiy. We 
would not like this to be true of British 
sausages. . , 

The ESP teacher should be a powerful 
amalgam of pedagogical skills. How can this 
be ensured? Though examining boards such 
as the Royal Society of Arts have done 
much to set professional standards in 
TEFL, this Is not ydt true of TESP. MA 
courses in Applied Linguistics are too 
time-consuming and expensive for the aver- , 
age underpaio EFL teacher in Britain,- 
There is a dear need to provide practical 
training which would give prospective ESP 
teachers a firm theoretical base as well as 
hands-on experience of Needs Analysis and 
Syllabus and Materials design. Such courses 
are necessary to tap effectively the available 
EFL teachers, to upgrado ESP teachers and 
to set standards. This development must 
occur consistently, something which could 
perhaps be done under the auspices of the 
growing number, of I, e.a. s involved In ESP. 
Only then could relevant, internabpnaUy 
recognized professional credentials be 
established. .

Chris Brumfit can always be relied 
upon to stimulate worthwhile discus- 
sion. In his article in the appendix to 
SSAfET he is anxious to remind pub- 
lishers of the balance to be struck 
between commercial and educational 
demands. Teachers, he says, arc to be 
encouraged to develop a sense of 
informed confidence to face their 
dassroom responsibilities. SSMET is 
an outstanding example of these de- 
mands being met. 

The magazine Modern English 
Teacher, from which this collection is 
drawn, embodies in its publishing 
policy a dual aim of encouraging 
teacher confidence and teacher discre- 
tion, Confidence is encouraged by the 
regular publication of practising 
teachers’ articles in which they de- 
scribe their classroom successes. Dis- 
cretion is encouraged by the ‘•simplic- 
ity” of the presentations without the 
arrogant predictions of the “this will 
motivate your students” type. 

This second selection contains 66 
articles, all very practical. At a time 
when "communicative” teaching en- 
courages a range of different 
classroom activities it is a near impossi- 
bility to categorize activity types with- 
out any overlap. Nevertheless, the 
groupings decided upon arc most help- 
ful, combining “established” categor- 
ies, listening, reading, writing, oral 
presentation, visual aids, with “new” 
categories, integrated skills, games, 
role play and simulation. 


My only quibble would be with the 
category “Just the thing for Friday 
afternoons”. Each of the articles in this 


section involve language learning nrin- docs not

eiples worthy of a central place in an 
EFL programme ruthcr than a banish- 
ment to the periphery. Let's hope that 
“Third Selections” keeps up the excel- 
lent tradition, possibly with an in- 
crease in articles from teachers whose 
mother-tongue is not English. 

Press Ahead is another example of a 
publisher meeting an educational de- 
mand, namely “resource packs, sets of 
materials with advice to teachers on 
how to adapt and modify the contents” 
(Brumfit, SSMET page 131). The nine 
chapters of Press Ahead give deHr 
suggestions on exploiting the mum 
aspects of newspapers; the front page, 
headlines, articles, letters, cartoons, 

f ihotographs, advertisements, classi- 
icd ads, miscellaneous features. Each 
chapter has three parts: deductive 
exercises for students to work out 
language features, a summary of lan- 
guage features, and activities using the 
relevant sections of the newspaper. 

There are occasional weaknesses in 
the language feature summaries; for 
example, why is “Israeli general dis- 
missed" under “simple present” when 
“Devon village terrorised” is under 
“past participle"? Also there is room in 


positioning of relative clauses and 
pre-modified noun phrases. It is not 
enough to say their use is to “vary 
sentence structure" and “pack in in- 
formation”. More exercises like activ- 
ity nine which examines the stylistic 
effect of syntactic changes, would have 
been welcome. 

These minor shortcomings should 
not overcloud the book's strength - its 
clear encouragement to teachers to 
look closely at the potential of nil 
elements in newspapers and make up 
their own minds on how they might be 
useful for their elusscs. 

Both SSMET and Press Ahead de- 
serve a place in a teacher's collection. 


They both have a dearly defined 
limited target. Unfortunately The 
Practice of English Language Teaching 
docs not have this same precision of 


aucs not nave tnis same precision of 
focus. The book simply tries to do too 
much. The theoretical section is little 
more thun cross oversimplification of a 
few crucial issues that could confuse 
rather than clarify. There is also an 
alarming thread of naivety running 
through the theory component, starl- 
ing on the cover with the suggestion 
that there is “ the theory of English 
language leaching". Wc arc told there 
is a “most important” part of a word; 
that one of the most famous moments 
in English theatre is achieved “ purely 
through intonation", and that "would 
you like to come to the cinema" is 


performing an inviting function". On 

K 15 wc arc told that rules of use 
not been "clearly stated” but 


teachers shouldn’t be alarmed. Yet on 
page 222 we find that every teacher 1 
should know the rules that governl 
language use. ! 

In snort the theoretical section is' 
inadequate. The practical section is 
detailed and systematic, and precise 
suggestions for staging classroom acti- 
vities are given with clear references 
where appropriate. The "nuts and 
bolts” ideas are most valuable for 
trainee and recently qualified 
teachers. But some confusion might 
arise simply because the book is too 
ambitious, with suggestions ranging 
from third person singular “s" to 
academic reading of animal behaviour 
texts. The book might have limited 
itself to teaching, say, up to FCE level 
and should only have included a listen- 
ing section if there were a tape to 
accompany it. The large chunks of 
transcriptcd dialogue arc just too 
daunting. One final point, Chomsky's 
first name is Noam, not Naom, and' 
grammar is not spelt “gramme r” (page

Each of the 20 units presents a

A lthough computer assisted 
learning (CALI has made 
considerable strides forward 
■over the past couple of years, 
with most primary and secondary 
schools making at least moderate use 
of the micro, one area which has 
hitherto been rather slow in taking 
advantage of the microchip revolution 
has been the field of modern language 
teaching and in particular that of 
teaching English as a foreign language 

This is probably due to the fol- 
lowing: ... . 

• There has up till now been a 
reluctance on the part of schools to 
invest in hardware that might quickly 
become obsolete as 'a standard 
machine has yet to be agreed upon. 

• A distinct lack of ELT-specific soft- 
ware. , 

• Many are sceptical that computers 
could play an effective role in the I 
language learning process. 

The picture is. however, rapidly 
beginning to change, largely due to the

dents research unit; who. as well as 
offering a theoretical perspective, 
have written some useful software of 
their own. 

Following this a number of language 
schools including Eurocentre, Bell, 
International House, have started de- 
veloping computer assisted language 
learning (CALL) facilities of their 
own. It is likely that there will be an 
explosion of interest over the next 18 
months with the publication of a series 
of books on the subject and as several 
of the major publishers move into the

Rather more feasible than working 
in Basic is to use a package such as 
Teachers Toolkit.
